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Overdose victim 'may have been murdered? 
Federal agents probe death of drug informer

An ox-convict found dead of a drug 


overdose in the DCS Plnlnes Oasis of the 
Northwest Tolluay 10 davs ago was n lop 
Informant (or a number of federal, state 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald has learned. 


Federal authorities said there Is a 


"good possibility" that Robert Ouca. 43, 
formerly of 1313 Plum Grove Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, was muulered. 


Owca was responsible for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of 130 to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotics 
to hijackings to illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent sold. 


Although Owca's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent area 


of operation was Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said. 


Owca's and the federal agencies' inter- 


ests were not focused on the street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


THEHC ARE SEVERAL Indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said. He said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine in his svstcm, two buttons had 
been ripped from Ills shirt and he was 
not wearing shoes when his body was 
discovered in his 1972 Buick Riviera. 


The agent, who had worked closely 


with Ouca for three years, said Ouca 
was not a known drug user. 


A lethal dose of morphine is three mil- 


ligrams, or one third the amount found 
in Owca's body. Owca was knowl- 
edgeable about drugs and the agent said 
it was unlikely that Owca would have 
given himself an accidental overdose. 


Owca was becoming increasingly well- 


known and his area of undercover oper- 
ations rapidly shrinking, according to the 
f e d e r a l agent. "He was gaining 
notoriety." 


Owca, originally 
of the Humboldt 


Park nlcghborhood on Chicago's Near 
North Side, operated under the names of 
Mark Tcrrarra, Maik London and Murk 
Chandler. He maintained an address at 
3.JOO N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago, as well 
as a boat in Fort Laudcrdale, Fla. 


Telephone numbers used by Owca 


recently were tiaced to the "Little Ve- 
nice" area of Fort Lauderdale, an aiea 
with estates and homes valued from 
$500,000 to $1 million. 


SUICIDE IS A remote possibility, the 


agent said. He snld Owca had visited 
him the day before his death and was 
described as being in a good frame of 
mind. 


"He was jovial. He had no complaints; 


he was far from depressed," the agent 
said, adding Owen was planning to take 
up a new life in Florida. 


The agent added he was "99 per cent 


sure" the dcatii was not related to any 
case Owca was actively Involved in at 
the time. However, there are still several 
cases outstanding in which he played a 
major role, he said. 


The agent said Owca came to his de- 


partment three years ago on the recom- 
mendation of another federal agency. 
Onca had just been paroled from federal 
prison in Sandstone, Minn., where he had 
served three years on counterfeiting and 
auto theft charges. 


His motivation in acting as an under- 


cover informant was both financial and 
personal, the agent said. 


OWCA HAD BEEN paid more than 


$18,000 during his association with feder- 
al agencies. The money included ex- 
penses — such as rents, telephone bills 
and gasoline money — as well as "bo- 
nuses" for successful cases. 


Authorities also assisted him with find- 


ing new residences when arrests were 


imminent on cases in which he was in- 
volved. 


Owca also hoped to have his criminal 


record expunged in exchange for the in- 
formation, the agent said. Owca's often- 
expressed desire was to start a new life 
in Florida as a charter boat operator, the 
agent said. 


"He was not the run-of-the-mill infor- 


mant. His was a unique case," the agent 
said. 


The agent said Owca's "facade" was 


that of a narcotics trafficker. "He let it 
be known he could deal any kind of 
drugs." 


His information led to major drug sup- 


pliers. The agent said Owca was respon- 
sible for seizures of 10 pounds of cocaine,

United Fund goal increased 
by $8,000; set at $20,000

The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund has set Its 1971 campaign goal at 
$2i).oro. which Is SD.OCO higher than last 
vc.ir. 


Citing the unprecedented suae.ss of 


last v car's campaign. United Fund Pres. 
James Bauer said the goal will be met if 
local industry and business respond* to 
fund-raising efforu. 


Last >cnr, the United Fund exceeded 


Its goal of $12.000 by more than 25 per 
cent without any substantial support 
from cither the business or profession.il 
communities. Bauer said. 


"If we could have half the response 


from these businessmen that we get from 
the teachers and the residents, we'd have 
our goal met in the first couple of 
weeks," Bauer said. 


The amount of money received from 


(lie industrial, retail and professional 
community, however, has been declining 
in recent voars, Bauer said. Last year 
more than 600 letters were sent to local 
industries, and only $300 was collected. 
Likewise, the doctors, dentists and law- 
yers in the community donated only $100 
lust year.

A contract package giving teachers in 


Prospect Heights Dlst. 2.1 an approxi- 
mate 116 per cent salary lncroa.sc has 
been agreed to by negotiators for the 
Board of Education and the Prospect 
Heights Education Assn. 


Terms of the 1974-73 package were fi- 


nalUed Saturday and announced Mon- 
day 


Included in the agreement is a $106,300 


total monetary package which Includes 
provisions for a merit pot and the salary 
Increases Bath sides agreed to allow the 
PHEA to determine the size of the merit 
pot to be sliced from the $106,500. 


Tl;o merit pot is used to provide addi- 


tional salary boosts to teachers who are 
recommended for increases based on 
performance evaluation* conducted by 
the administration during the school 
vear. 


THK PACKAGE also includes a two- 


>c.ir procedural agreement to Include all 
nonsalaricd Items. Salaries and fringe 
benefits still will be renegotiated annual- 
lyThe length of the procedural agree- 
ment was a stumbling block during the 
five-month negotiations with the board 
seeking a threo->car procedural contract 
ami the PHEA opting for only one >ear. 
The issue created a deadlock in talks and 
forced an Impasse to be called In June. A 
meeting with a third-party mediator two 


weeks ago resolved the matter with the 
two-year length as a compromise. 


Other terms agreed to include an in- 


crease in the number of yearly sick days 
from 10 to 12 and the right for teachers 
to read and respond to items placed in 
their personnel files 


KEN BATES, president of the PHEA, 


said the PHEA is happy with the terms 
of the contract. 


"We are pleased for the most part. 


Looking to the future, we felt a two-year 
procedural package was the best we 
could do for mm," Bates .said. "The 
package represents a compromise but 
we were always ready to compromise 
from the beginning." 


Bates said the PHEA membership of 


about 84 teachers will probably vote on 
the contract Aug. 30, the first day teach- 
ers arc required to be back to work. The 
vote on acceptance or rejection of the 
package could not come sooner, Bates 
said, because It would be almost impos- 
sible to assemble the membership to- 
gether before that date. 


Bates said he Is confident the member- 


ship will approve the agreement. 


After the teachers vote, the board as a 


whole also must vote to approve the 
package. The board's action probably 
will come during tho first meeting in 
September, assuming contract approval 
by the PHEA membership. 


in tho United Fund goal will be covered 
by increased population in both Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove. He said, however, the 
United Fund plans to make inroads into 
the business and Industrial areas through 
more active fund-raibing efforts. 


The 1974 fund-raising drive will be led 


by Tom Shirley. Wheeling High School 
principal, and Clarence Miller, Buffalo 
Grove High School principal 


In addition to the $20,000 to bo raised 


locally, Bauer haid that $15,000 will be 
added to the local budget by the Crusade 
of Mercy. 


With a total budget of $35,000, Bauer 


said the United Fund is anticipating 
being able to meet all of the funding 
requests from organizations backed by 
the charity. He said the nine local organ- 
izations have requested about $40,000 
from the United Fund this year. 


"That was port of the reason for set- 


ting the goal as high-as we did," Bauer 
said of the funding requests. "All of the 
agencies arc feeling the effect of in- 
flation." 


BAUER SAID THAT most of the 


agencies financed by the United Fund 
arc youth oriented. He sold that services 
for joung people are becoming more ex- 
pensive since they are more in demand. 
He said, therefore, the local community 
has an obligation to help finance these 
services. 


Tho 1974 goal of $20,000 is four times 


the goal set In 1970, Bauer said, noting 
this reflects a major growth in the local 
United Fund effort. In 1970, the local 
goal was $5,000, with a total budget at 
$16,600. 


Fund-raising efforts will begin the first 


week In October when there will be a 
major mailing to all Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove residents. Olher projects will in- 
clude a McDonald's Day at the restau- 
rant on Dundee Road in Wheeling and the 
possible sponsorship of a rock concert at 
Wheeling High School. 


Money raised by the United Fund will 


be used to support Omnl-Housc: Youth 
Services Bureau, Boy Scouts, 
Girl 


Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Northwest Sub- 
urban Homcmakers Service, Clearbrook 
Center for the Retarded, Countryside 
Center for the Handicapped, Northwest

Lower speed limits aim of rally today 


R e s i d e n t s of developments along 


McHenry Road from Wheeling to Long 
Grove can join an effort to reduce speed 
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limits along that roadway at a mass ral- 
ly tonight. 


A group 
called Citizens of Old 


McHenry Road Proposing Slaughter Eli- 
mination (CORPSE) has called the rally 
for 7:30 p.m. at Addolorata Villa, 555 
McHenry Rd., Wheeling. 


The citizens group formed earlier this 


month after the state reduced speed lim- 
its along sections of the roadway from 55 
to 50 m p.h. Cyndi Fredrickson, chairwo- 
man of CORPSE, said the reduction was 
Insufficient in light of numerous traffic 
accidents along McHenry Road. 


CORPSE is calling for an immediate 


reduction of the speed limit to 40 m.p.h. 
with two stop lights to be installed. One 
traffic light would be at Aptakisic Road 
and the other would be at the inter- 
section of Elmhurst and McHenry roads, 
according to Mrs. Fredrickson. 


Wheeling residents have been com- 


plaining about hazardous traffic condi- 
tions since the McHenry Road area 
began attracting apartment and town- 
house projects. Three persons have been 
killed in fatal auto accidents along 
McHenry Road in Wheeling in the last 
year. 


Village seeks 
residents to 
take census 


The Village of Wheeling is looking for 


residents to act as special census takers 
during the last half of August. 


The special census is expected to bring 


the village an additional $130,000 from 
the state when new population figures 
are used to compute the village's portion 
of motor fuel tax funds and state income 
tax. 


Currently, the village is using the offi- 


cial 1970 census of 14,799 for these re- 
turns, although the village population is 
estimated to have increased to more 
than 22,000 people. 


In preparation for the census, the vil- 


lage clerk is now taking applications 
from local residents who wish to work as 
special census takers. 


PERSONS APPLYING for the position 


must be U.S. citizens with a high school 
education or its equivalent. Applicants 
must also be at least IB years old and be 
able to pass a written test designed to 
show ability to follow written instruc- 
tions, do simple arithmetic and read 
maps. 


The job requires census takers to be in 


good physical condition for climbing 
stairs, walking and standing. Good eye- 
sight is needed to read the census forms, 
and applicants must be able to hear a 
normal conversation. 


In addition, the census takers will be 


required to attend a training session, and 
will have to be able to work some night 
hours since all residents will not bo 
home during the day. 


About 60 applicants arc needed, and in- 


terested persons should contact Village 
Clerk Evelyn Diens, at 537-2141. 


WHEELING OFFICIALS first talked 


about a special census in 1972. Village 
Mgr. George Passolt said he decided to 
delay the census until the population hit 
an estimated 22,000, which he said was 
halfway to the estimated 30,000 people 
expected to live in the village by 1976. 


The census Is expected to cost $7,980, a 


figure based on Wheeling's estimated 
population. 


Passolt said he doesn't expect the offi- 


cial results of the census until the end of 
this year, since it will take several 
months to compile the data. 


He said an all-out effort will be made 


to notify residents of the coming census 
before census workers start ringing door- 
bells.

ease and that assistance for their prob- 
lem is available. If we do that we can 
point the way to the respective referral 
organizations that already exist in the 
community."

:!(H) pounds of marijuana, a half-pound of 
heroin and assisted other agencies with 
numerous cases including several mur- 
ders, counterfeiting, illegal explosives 
and hijackings. 


Owca often traveled to California, Col- 


orado and Canada in connection with his 
undercover work. 


TIIK AOKNT SAID Owca developed 


his own contacts in the underworld. He 
would gather information on a free-lance 
basis and then bring it to the agency, 
which would take over for the final buys 
and arrests. 


Owca, as the federal agents set up the 


buys, would move out of the picture. 
When the arrest came, Owca would not 
be involved directly, the agent said. 


"We wouldn't jeopardize him. We 


wouldn't leave him out on Front Street." 
the agent said. 


His activities led to at least one other 


attempt on his life when a bomb was dis- 
covered under the hood of his car. 


The attempt forced Owca to leave a 


northern Illinois town about a year ago 
and adopt a new identity. 


OWCA WAS DESCIUHKD as a non- 


drinker who read extensively of psy- 


chology books and enjoyed classical mu- 
sic. 


He was found inside the car leaning 


against the passenger-side door by Illi- 
nois State Troopers. A syringe was found 
in the car and milk sugar and procainc 
were discovered in the trunk. 


The federal agent said the substances 


are used to adulterate heroin and co- 
caine. The agent speculated Owca was 
using these as "props" to bolster his im- 
age as a large drug dealer. 


A coroner's inquest into the death is 


scheduled for Aug. 5. The state police 
a r c c o n d u c t i n g the primary in- 
vestigation, but the federal agent said his 
department was investigating 
Owca's 


death, the first such death of an infor- 
mant in more than seven years, he said. 


The agent said Owca's tenure was un- 


usually long. The average length of ser- 
vice for an informant is about a year, the 
agent said. 


Owca's contact with the agent "was ta- 


pering off" recently anrl Owca was be- 
coming more .selective in the cases he 
handled. 


"Informers are like the old soldiers," 


the agent said. "Usually they just fade 
away."

James St. Clalr 


Presidential Special Assistant James St. Clalr who Is man- 


aging the president's impeachment defense reaffirmed last 
night that in his view there Is no basis for impeachment. St. 
Clnlr said the President was not involved In plans to pay off a 
Watergate conspirator and that the tapes do not reveal n 
necessarily true picture of Nixon and Watergate. The Presi- 
dent's counsel refused to answer any question about Nixon's 
planned response to a pending Supreme Court decision in-

Gadfly is gone, 
Wayne Morse dies 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - Former 


Sen. Wayne Morse, long-time gadfly of 
the Senate who feuded with every presi- 
dent from Franklin D. Roosevelt to Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, died Monday at the age of 
73. 


Morse, who once held the Senate fili- 


buster record, died five days after1'he 
was stricken while campaigning for a re- 
turn to the Senate scat he held for 24 
years. The Democratic state Central 
Committee will choose his replacement 
In the campaign. 


His \vifc, Mildred, whom he married In 


1024, was at his bedside In Good Samari- 
tan Hospital when he lapsed into a coma 
at 5:50 a.m. and when he died two hours 
and 20 minutes later. She had been with 
him nearly every minute since Friday 
night. 


Morse was admitted to the hospital last 


Wednesday night with what was believed 
to be a cold and congestion. His illness 
was diagnosed the next day as a urinary 
tract infection. 


He was listed as seriously 111 but re- 


sponding to antibiotics until Sunday, 
when kidney failure put him on the criti- 
cal list. 


As one of the early opponents of U.S. 


involvement in Vietnam, Morse faced 
bitter critics and many felt his stand 


contributed to his defeat in 1968 by a 
young Republican state senator, Bob 
Packwood, who scraped through with a 
margin of 3,446 votes. 


Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., who beat 


Morse when the former senator tried to 
make a comeback two years ago, went to 
the Senate floor to announce his death. 


Morse made his first national reputa- 


tion as a labor arbitrator in the 1930s 
while he was dean of the University of 
Oregon Law School. He served on the 
National Railroad Emergency Board and 
War Labor 
Board 
under 
President 


Roosevelt. 


He ran for the Senate as a Republican 


in 1944 and won. He was elected again as 
a Republican In 1950. 


Morse was among the first Republi- 


cans to urge Dwight D. Eisenhower to 
seek the presidency but broke with him 
in 1952 over the GOP platform and the 
selection of Richard M. Nixon as the vice 
presidential candidate. 


He was an Independent for a time, then 


became a Democrat in 1955 and won re- 
election in 1956 and 1962. After his 1968 
defeat, he continued to stump the coun- 
try denouncing American actions in Viet- 
nam.

Shaky peace over Cyprus 


From United Press International 


Secretory General Kurt Waldhelm 


asked for more troops Monday for the 
United Nations Peace t-.irce to police the 
shaky cease-fire on Cyprus, where he re- 
ported continued fighting. 


The cease-fire engineered by Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger went into ef- 
fect on the embattled island republic at 4 
p.m. local time. Fighting raged on after 
the deadline but was reported dying 
down by sunset. 


American helicopters ferried about 350 


Americans out of Cyprus to the Sixth 
Fleet aircraft corner Inchon Monday, 
and a round-the-clock British airlift flew 
hundreds more European and Cypriot 
refugees to two English airbases. 


In Washington, Kissinger said the U.S. 


helicopters will remove Britains and So- 
viets as well as Americans. 


In England, in the Lyncham British 


base, dazed and relieved tourists arrived 


with horror stories of bloodshed and 
mass shooting. Tourists arrived in Eng- 
land with few more possessions than the 
vacation clothes they wore. 


At U.N. headquarters, Waldheim told 


the Security Council that the 2,187 men 
from seven countries which make up the 
peace force were Insufficient to super- 
vise the 
cease-fire. 
The authorized 


strength of the force is 7,000 and Wold- 
heim said he would ask the participat- 
ing countries to send more troops. 


British Foreign Secretary James Cal- 


laghan announced in Brussels that Brit- 
ain will send 400 soldiers and two squad- 
rons of armored cars to Cyprus to help 
bolster U.N. forces there. 


There were these other developments 


Monday: 


• Secretary General Waldhelm told 


the Security Council that 75 minutes af- 
ter the truce was to have gone into ef- 
fect, the Turkish Air Force made a sec- 


ond attack on the capital city of Nicosia, 
A bomb fell within the U.N. compound 
adjacent to Nicosia Airport, wounding a 
British soldier. There were other reports 
of Turkish air raids. 


• Kissinger told newsmen in Washing- 


ton that he believes the U.S.-negotlated 
cease-fire, 
arranged 
by 
Kissinger 


through telephone diplomacy Sunday 
night, "will stick." 


• Archbishop Makarios, deposed Cy- 


priot president, consulted privately with 
Kissinger and said the secretary wants 
to see "constitutional order" restored in 
Cyprus. He would not say whether Kis- 
singer believed there was any change 
Makarios might be reinstated, however. 


• Greece, Turkey and Britain will 


open peace talks on the Cyprus crisis at 
the European headquarters of the U.N. 
In Geneva on Wednesday. The confer- 
ence will be at the foreign ministers lev- 
el with the U.N. acting as a neutral ob- 
server. 


• In Ankara, Turkish Premier Bulent 


Ecevit said Turkey has halted its in- 
vasion troops on Cyprus after achieving 
all of its objectives. He said that In three 
days of fierce fighting on the island, the 
Turkish forces had captured the Greek 
Cypriot port of Kyrenia and controlled 
the road to Nicosia giving the Turkish 
community there an outlet to the sea. 


Military analysts in London, however, 


said that while Turkish forces gained 
swift control of the air, they had been 
stopped on the ground from capturing 
major strategic targets. They said 20,000 
men were needed to capture the entire 
island, but the Turks only landed 6,000. 


The crisis exploded a week ago when 


the Cypriot National Guard led by 650 
officers on loan from Greece drove Ma- 
karios into exile. On Saturday, Turkey 
invaded Cyprus with the announced aim 
of protecting the Turkish minority there 
and blocking unification of the island 
with Greece.

The end of the first day 
of heavy fighting brought the Turkish forces within six 


miles of the Cyprian city. A cease-fire brought about 
largely by the United States is now in effect, but viola- 
tions are reported. 


Walker slashes state funds 


SPRINGFIELD, III. (UPI) - Calling 


Illinois legislative leaders "a reckless 
Republican band of spenders," Gov. 
Daniel Walker Monday vetoed $351.8 mil- 
lion the General Assembly appropriated 
for this fiscal year. 


The governor reduced cost of living In- 


creases for welfare recipients from 10 
per cent to 5 per cent, and cut pay raises 
for some 50,000 state employes from $100 
a month to $50. 


He reduced funding for the supplemen- 


tal freeway system by $78.8 million, but 
said all that was cut were items that 
could not realistically be put under con- 
tract by year's end. The governor also 
slashed $60.9 million from the budgets of 
state colleges and universities. 


Walker announced the vetoes at press 


conferences at Chicago, Rockford, Mo- 
line, Pcoria, Springfield, East St. Louis 
and Carbondalc. He said he expects his 
total vetoes to surpass $375 million. 


"I was amazed last week when the 


leader of that reckless Republican band 
of spenders, Sen. William Harris, the 
president of the Senate, publicly admit- 
ted that the Senate had substantially 
overapproprlated," Walker said. 


"They wanted to put me on the spot," 


he said. "They wanted to see if I would 


confront the special Interests In an elec- 
tion year, and I accept the challenge." 


Walker said he had vetoed a total of 


$120.8 million from the budget for the De- 
partment of Transportation, leaving the 
DOT appropriation at $2 billion. 


Included in the vetoes were $16.4 million 


In resurfacing, road construction and 
land acquisition projects, and $78.8 mil- 
lion of supplemental freeway appropria- 
tions. 


"The revised amount will permit land 


acquisition and construction where proj- 
ects are ready and engineering design 
where such services can't be provided by 
DOT employes. Work on all elements of 
the supplemental freeway system will go 
forward unimpeded in fiscal 1975," he 
said. 


The governor said he does not plan to 


releast the DOT veto message — which 
spells out where specific cuts will be 
made — until later this week because of 
a "legal problem" with one aspect of it. 


Walker vetoed $60.9 million from the 


budgets for state colleges and univer- 
sities. That put funding back at the level 
the governor recommended in his budget 
last March, and included enough for pay 
hikes averaging 5 per cent for university 
employes. 


Walker said he hs not yet acted on ap- 


propriations for the school aid formula, 
the Department of Mental Health, chil- 
dren and family services and public 
health. 


He said the state cannot afford to give 


welfare recipients a 10 per cent cost of 
living Increase, as the legislature had 
asked. With the 5 per cent hike he ap- 
proved, Walker said, Illinois public aid 
recipients will be the fourth highest paid 
in the nation, and will be getting on the 
average more money than a family earn- 
ing the $2 an hour minimum wage. 


The American Federation of State, 


C o u n t y and Musnicipal 
Employes 


County and M u n i c i p a l Employes 
(AFSCME) said Walker's approval of 
only $50 in monthly pay hikes for state 
employes was "a severe blow." 


Union spokesman Richard Wilson said 


union leaders will meet at Springfield 
Tuesday to decide "what action will be 
forthcoming." The union had pushed for 
a $100 a month pay increase. 


Republican legislative leaders had no 


immediate reaction to Walker's charges 
of "reckless spending," but they In- 
dicated they would hold a press confer- 
ence this week to answer him.

Dwyer School clinical director John 


Whipplo has .asked for a public hearing 
to confront and cross-examine the teach- 
ers making charges against his operation 
of the school. 


In a letter to John Wightman, special 


education director of tho Northwest Edu- 
cation Cooperative Monday, Whipple 
asks for a hearing "to defend myself 
against unwarranted, untrue and scur- 
rilous statements." The request is re- 
peated in a letter to Wightman from 
Whlpple's attorney Stephen Jurco. 


WIIIPPLE IS CLINICAL director of 


the Dwyer School program for emotion- 
ally disturbed children and of the Cen- 
ter for Child and Family Studies, an out- 
patient center for disturbed children. He 
has been charged by a group of former 
and present teachers in the program 
with being unqualified for his Job, with 
allowing unnecessary physical punish- 
ment of students and with permitting 
teachers to engage In "unprofessional" 
conduct. 


The NEC governing board is scheduled 


to hold a closed session to hear tho 
teachers making charges Wednesday. 
Whipple will be excluded from that meet- 
ing at the request of the teachers. 


Referring to the closed meeting in his 


letter, Whipple said, "This in effect is 
like a 'star chamber' proceeding. This is 
the very thing desired by those whom I 
have discharged for lack of qualifications 
or incompetency, so they are free to 


make statements not under oath and not 
under cross-examination as to their 
truthfulness." 


In addition, Jurco told The Herald that 


he will confer with Whipple about the 
possibility of filing a libel suit against 
those making the charges. "The material 
I have read is clearly libelous — there's 
no question about it In my mind," Jurco 
said. 


OFFICIALS FROM the office of Cook 


County School Supt. Richard Martwick 
had no comment on Whipple's request 
for a hearing, except to say they want 
the teachers making the charges to ap- 
pear before the governing board. 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said Whipple's request

for a hearing on the subject will be re- 
viewed by the board attorney to deter- 
mine whether the hearing should be con- 
ducted by the NEC board or by the High 
School Dist. 214 board. 


The NEC governing board has repre- 


sentatives from the 10 Northwest subur- 
ban school districts which are members 
of NEC. However, Dist. 214 operates as 
the "administrative district" for NEC, 
approving all bills for the cooperative for 
legal purposes. 


Also Monday, Wightman, as head of 


special education for NEC, Issued a de- 
fense of Whipple, saying, "I find Mr. 
Whipple to be one of the most exciting 
clinical leaders in the field of mental 
health I have ever known."

Campanclll Brothers, a major Schaum- 


burg developer, hail provided employ- 
ment for several village appointees and 
political associates of Mayor Robert 0. 
Atelier for the past 15 years, a Herald 
Investigation has disclosed. 


Those Involved Include the son and son- 


in-law of 11 village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village em- 
ployes, among them a building Inspector. 


Richard McArthur. son of Trustee Ray 


G McArthur, heads a real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units in 
Campanclll's quadro-homc developments 
In Schaumburg and Bloomlngdalc. Rich- 
ard Losardo. the trustee's son-in-law, is a 
finishing superintendent for Campanclll. 


VINCE CAHSELLO. husband of VII- 


lagc Clerk Sandy Curscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanclli 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper, Dunbar, in a similar job last 
year. 


Richard Nomolllni — who took over as 


chairman of the plans commission ulicn 
the former chairman, McArthur, became 
a trustee — worked for Campanclli for 
several years In the early ISKtUs. He was 
then hired by one of Campanclli's sub- 
contractors. Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


N'omclllni later worked for two other 


local developers. Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Scholz Homes, on projects 
not located In Schaumburg but at a time 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building In Schaumburg. 


Campanclll also acknowledges that two 


village employes, John Mittvlck, a build-

ing Inspector, and Hy Ycargm, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-time security guards.

developed more than 5,000 houses as well

126 apartment 


uniU and a shopping center since it be- 
gan operations locally in the late 1930s. It 
has approval to develop an additional 126 
houses and 572 tounliumes. 


Its activities have required scotes of 


official village actions such as rczonings, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and sewer connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of Campanclli's first 


Schaumburg home was Ray McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
mission member starting in the early 
ItHHK and was elected to the village 
Iward in 1D73. McArthur also has been 
active In the Schaumburg United Party, 
ulticli is headed by Atelier. 


DESPITE HIS FAMILY ties, to Camp- 


anclli, McArthur said he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans for Wcathcrsficld Gardens, the 
first apartment complex in the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanclli 


representatives insisting they rearrange 
a scries of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like a group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanclli, is 
located at Wise and Springinsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked in 


the early 1960s as an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclll 
as a -ialesman. After a stint selling 
"ingle-family homes for the developer, he 
joined Stprck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year. 


S t a r t i n g his own firm, Richard 


McArthur in 1970 got the exclusive rights 
to sell Campanelli quadro-homes.

Awards won at the match have 
no official standing with the AKC.

"Dick is an independent Realtor and 


started his own business after leaving 
S t a r c k Realtors," said the elder 
McArthur. "I think Campanelli chose 
him for the quad sales because they 
knew of his competence." 


LOSARDO WAS A Campanelli employe 


at the time the New England-based firm 
began building in Schaumburg. He later 
married McArthur's daughter. 


Joseph Connolly, corporate secretary 


and general manager of Campanelli, said 
the firm generally hires local sales per- 
sons. "Our sales department has been 
traditionally built up with local people 
who generally seem to do a better job for 
us," he said. 


Carsello, another local man who held a 


Campanelli job, has managed village, 
election campaigns for Atcher-backed 
groups for the past decade. 


Carsello was a salesman for a Camp- 


anelli supplier when he was hired by the 
developer to sell homes. He said Camp- 
anelli had "been after me" for a long 
time but until then had offered only "lat- 
eral" sales jobs. 


When one man retired, another died 


and a third was promoted, Campanelli 
had an opening he liked so he joined the 
company, Carscllo said. 


IN 1973. WHEN Camponelli's single- 


family homes were almost completely 
sold, Carscllo said he sent out resumes to 
a number of Chicago area developers. 
The resumes did not mention his wife's 
village office but did refer to his local 
political activities, Carscllo said. 


The result was a new sales job with 


Dunbar, another major Schaumburg de- 
veloper. 


"Dunbar approached me with no inter- 


vention from anyone," said Carsello, who 
emphasized that the company has never 
asked him to do any kind of "political" 
favor. "I would match my qualifications 
for the job I have today with any sales 
manager In the housing industry in the 
U S.." he said. 


Neither Carscllo nor his wife see his 


developer jobs as a conflict with Mrs. 
Carscllo's role as a village official, he 
said. "How could it be? I can't vote and 


S a n d y can't vote," he remarked 
recently. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbar vice presi- 


dent, said his firm hires only on "capa- 
bility." He said Carsello was a successful 
sales manager with Campanelli and a 
logical choice for the same role with 
Dunbar's Schaumburg development. 


Also joining Dunbar's sales force 


recently was Alan Larson, now a village 
zoning board member. His zoning board 
appointment came after he was hired 
May 1 by Dunbar. 


A former village environment com- 


mittee member who has also handled 
publicity for Schaumburg United Party, 
Larson was previously employed as a 
foreman for Kelbourn Engincring Co. of 
Chicago. 


Larson said he got the Dunbar job 


through Carsello, with whom he became 
well acquainted about a year ago. "Vince 
often talked about my being in the wrong 
field," he said. But Larson said Carsello 
had to "talk his superiors into" hiring 
him since he had no applicable sales ex- 
perience. 


LAST SPRING. Atcher asked Larson 


to apply for a zoning board opening. "He 
was unaware of my job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves he can't relate his role as zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
the zoning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting in 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
In this community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carsello's urging. "When sales 
reached a high peak, it was Vlnce's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man." said Baxter. 


NOMELLINI. McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years in the building industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job, 


which will not be in Schaumburg has not 
yet been "firmed up." 


Nomellini worked for Campanelli In 


Schaumburg for several years in the ear- 
ly 1960s and the affiliated with Thomas 
Construction. 


In July. 1968, he took a job as project 


manager for Levitt Residential Commu- 
nities working in its Buffalo 
Grove 


Strathmore project, and then went to 
work for Scholz in 1972. 


Nomellini said the last two years he 


worked for Levitt the company was 
working in Schaumburg. He said he felt 
no conflict of interest because he always 
abstained from plans commission votes 
where Levitt was concerned. Nomellini 
has been on the commission more than 
12 years. 


SCHOLZ' VERSAILLES-on-the-Lake 


project in Schaumburg came before the 
commission only once, to the best of No- 
melllni's recollection. 


Before accepting either the Levitt or 


Scholz jobs, Nomellini said lie discussed 
the Idea of possible conflict of interest 
with Atchcr. "Neither of us felt there 
would be n real conflict." he explained.

New ^show-need' law won't 
affect hospital branch 


Plans for Franklin Boulevard Commu- 


nity Hospital's proposed Wheeling satel- 
lite facility are progressing and appar- 
ently will not be affected by new state 
legislation governing hospitals. 


Patrick DcMoon. executive director of 


Franklin Boulevard, said he had original- 
ly feared that plans for the 228-bed hospi- 
tal would be delayed by recent legisla- 
tion that requires proof of need before a 
new hospital could be approved. 


The legislation, now awaiting Gov. 


Daniel Walker's signature, will not affect 
plans for the satellite facility, De Moon 
said. He said the hospital's lawyers have 
checked with Springfield and have found 
that the Wheeling branch is exempt since 
it was approved this spring. 


"We've been told that because of prior 


permits we will not be affected," De- 
Moon said. 


PLANNERS OF the Franklin Boule- 


vard project were aware of the push for 
s t a t e 
certificate-of-nced 
legislation, 


which is designed to improve hospital 
planning. Hospital consultant Norman 
Davis earlier admitted that approval of 
the Wheeling branch would become in- 
creasingly difficult If not approved by 
the Illinois Hospital Licensing Board this 
spring. 


DeMoon said that plans for the Wheel- 


ing hospital branch are progressing well, 
with an architect to be hired by the end 
of this week. Financing is almost com- 
pleted for the $11.3 million facility, ac- 


cording to DeMoon. 
"We're hoping that groundbreaking will 
be sometime in middle November or ear- 
ly December," DcMoon said. He said the 
hospital should be open In about 20-23 
months from the groundbreaking cere- 
monies. 


The satellite branch is to be located on 


the east side of Schoenbeck Road, just 
south of Wheeling and across from Carl 
Sandberg School. Options on two parcels 
totaling 20 acres are to be exercised as 
soon as financing is completed. The prop- 
erty cost about $500,000. 


DcMoon said the land will eventually 


be annexed into the Village of Wheeling, 
and said the hospital will go through 
needed zoning hearings on the project 
The hospital, however, must wait for the 
annexation of a 10-acre parcel just north 
of the Franklin Boulevard site. The 
Wheeling Park District is currently in- 
volved in condemantion proceedings to 
obtain this land for a community park. 


ALTHOUGH FINAL plans for the hos- 


pital must still be approved by the state, 
DeMoon said he expects no problem with 
this phase of the project. He said he ex- 
pected these plans to be presented for 
approval in early September. 


The hospital Is being designed to serve 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove as a primary 
area. Parts of Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights, Arlington Heights, Northbrook, 
and southern Lake County have been 
designated as secondary service areas.

ATHENS - The Parthenon. This 


monument is generally considered the 
most perfect object ever fashioned by the 
hand of man. Climb to the top of the 
Acropolis and wander througli this great 
marble temple. But If you really want to 
capture the full impact of the Parthenon 
and the Acropolis hill, attend one of the 
Sound and Light spectacles. 


CAIRO — The Great Pyramid of 


Khufu. The Greeks called him Cheops — 
but whatever the name of this Pharaoh 
his temple is spectacular. A solid mass 
of limestone blocks taking up a space of 
13 acres! 


We weren't adventurous enough to 


climb the outside (some do) but we did 
make the ascent on the inside and that's 
pretty impressive too. If you can tnke 
the nasty disposition of the camel, ride 
one up to the Great Pyramid. 


Anil as in Athens, bo sure to attend the 


Sound and Light performance at the

Montreal — The seventh summer at 


Montreal's Man and His World, contin-

Set on a St. Lawrence River Island just

At dark each wecknight (7 nights a 


week in July and August), the clock is 
turned back more than 70 years as the 
pageantry of Harold Bell Wright's best- 
selling book, "The Shepherd of the Hills" 
comes to life, near Branson, Miss., in the 
Ozarks.

Moore's first duty, as a public offi-

ciiil, was to check his allegations 
before broadcasting his views to 
thousands of television viewers 
throughout the Chicago area. An 
easy investigation of the incident 
would have exonerated Bcnsingcr. 


The most disgusting result of 


the recent television

charge, was Moore's refusal to re- 
tract immediately his statement. 
Finally, on Sunday Moore issued 
the following statement: 


"In retrospect I join with the 


judgment of Channel 7 news, our 
Chicagoland press and other media 
that my 'bomb' was improper. My 
sincere apology is hereby tendered 
to Mr. Bensinger, Channel 7, which 
hosted me, and to the citizenry of 
Cook County."

We are appalled 
that, a public official who holds 
Moore's rank in the county should 
make such n glaring error. 


Elrod's attitude in this mess was 


perplexing. The sheriff has said 
that he is more concerned about 
Moore's ability to run the jail 
than about Moore's personal opin- 
ions. Elrod issued a statement 
of "regret," but that is simply not 
enough. 


The sheriff, who also should pos- 


sess the facts, should proclaim 
Bensinger's innocence. The sheriff, 
as Moore's superior, should in- 
vestigate the impetus for Moore's 
television blunder and should reex- 
amine Moore's qualifications to 
hold high county office.

cal-activity group. 


I am aware of tho presence of a 


paddle. I have never seen it used; how- 
ever. I understand that tho paddle is 
used with the utmost discretion. Tho 
child is not only aware of Its presence, 
ho 1* given ample time to reconsider his 
behavior. It Is my belief, that if the 
pnddlo was used on any child; ho know 
what the consequences were for his be- 
havior: he was offered other alterna- 
tives: and he wns given the discipline 
with love. The respect for tho child's 
individuality Is being met more con- 
structively, under these conditions, than 
in most homo situations, where tho pres- 
sures and responsibilities of today's so- 
ciety make one forget tho techniques of 
effective discipline.

crown on their head with the words "I 
am professional." 


A child will never let any person enter 


his secret world of dreams, Ideas, hopes, 
and fears unless he is pretty damn sure 
they are worthy of sharing his treasures. 
You may think you arc communicating, 
but more often than not, a child is usual- 
ly one step ahead of you. The reason for 
this is, together with all the confused 
feelings, a child also has a desire to 
please. If the adult is a game-player, 
hung-up on "proper 
dress," "proper 


speech," and "proper behavior"; a child 
will Instinctively know how to set your 
mind at case, win your favor, and make 
tho big bad world all right again. A 
game-player doesn't have to look very 
far into a child to find the prognosis for 
adulthood: It's vividly displayed in the 
mirror, if ho can stop playing games 
long enough to sec tho image. 


Sure, it's true that some adults need to 


bo prim and proper to feel good about 
themselves. I don't feel that there Is any- 
thing wrong with this; but when it con- 
flicts with/or adds frustration to the in- 
teraction with children, then the question 
must be asked again: Who has the great- 
er problem — the child or tho adult? 


If I felt that tho staff at Dwycr was 


limiting my son's growth, I would have 
pulled him out long ago. My son, Jim, is 
growing to bo who he is, he Is a happy 
child, and part of the credit is due to the 
staff at Dwycr with their roalness, 
warmncss and refreshing humancss. 
They can kneel down and hug a child and 
never think about getting their clothes 
dirty. They can ask a child why he did 
something without believing they already 
have the answer. They con offer choices 
to the child, trusting that the child will 
moke a meaningful decision, and show 
no displeasure when the child's decision 
is less than what they were hoping for. 
They can accept a negative reaction, 
verbal or physical, from a child and not 
strike back at tho child, because they 


know the child is really trying to commu- 
nicate a much deeper need. 


Sometimes, I feel that textbooks, de- 


grees, complicated techniques and stuffy 
procedures get In the way of true learn- 
ing and the life-long process of becom- 
ing. 


As for the Investigation of Dwyer 


School, I believe, the real investigation 
hasn't started, and that is, simply this:

Kissinger battles him 


Schlesinger gains power

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - Sec- 


retary of State Henry Kissinger and De- 
fense Secretary James Schlesinger meet 
weekly over breakfast to discuss affairs 
of state. Are they friends or rivals for 
the President's attention and favor? 


The impression-fueled by Kissinger — 


is growing that there is strong compe- 
tition between the two on the direction 
the nation will take in the future of de- 
fense and foreign policy. 


The controversy centers on the dooms- 


day weapons and how strong the United 
States should be militarily in the nuclear 
field in contrast to the Soviet Union. 


Kissinger's thesis is that there is no 


need for overkill in developing new 
weapons. "What in God's name is superi- 
ority?" Kissinger asked rhetorically. 


Schlesinger does not want to halt re- 


search and development on a new gener-

ation of missiles while the Soviets are 
proceeding to deploy their first multiple- 
warhead missiles. 


While the two giants in Nixon's Cabinet 


appear to be sparring in public, rumors 
persist that Kissinger has lost some 
ground as the President's favorite men- 
tor. 


There has been a growing feeling 


among White House aides that Kissinger 
has creamed off the credit for many of 
Nixon's foreign policy initiatives, while 
some Kissinger supporters believe that 
perhaps he stayed too long in the admin- 
istration, and inevitably has been touch- 
ed by Watergate. 


A new book entitled "Kissinger" by 


brothers Marvin and Bernard Kalb, both 
CBS correspondents, 
indicates t h a t 


Schlesinger balked at massive arms aid 
to Israel during the war with the Arabs 
last October and that only through Kis- 
singer's intervention did the U. S. airlift 
to Israel get under way. 


Schlesinger's aides say the facts are 


just the opposite, that Kissinger wanted 


to help Israel, but surreptitiously instead 
of in a dramatic show of calling out the 
Air Force to fly tanks and planes. 


According to Schlesinger aides, the de- 


fense secretary learned that Israel's po- 
sition was deteriorating. One aide said 
Schlesinger was told by Israeli Embassy 
officials that Israel could last only four 
days more without the emergency airlift. 


They said Schlesinger then took it upon 


himself to order the airlift even before 
permission had been attained from Por- 
tugal to use the U. S. Air Force base in 
the Azores as a refueling point. 


The full story of those days of negotia- 


tions and decisions probably will not 
emerge until Kissinger and Schlesinger 
write their own memoirs. Meantime the 
two Cabinet officers appear to be vying 
for Nixon's ear, and Nixon seems to be 
learning toward Schlesinger.

way." reasoned Forest View High School 
product Dob Savage, twice an All-Confer- 
:ncc prep selection as a defensive line- 
man before his graduation In IOCS. 


"Sure. It's tough. I liwl that 'I'm no- 


body from mm here' frollng. hut you've 
gnt In have a total positive altitude nr 
ynu're Intl. You put It nut of your mlnil if 
you want It bail enough." 


Savage wants it so bad that he was the 


first of 57 rookies and free agents to ar- 
rive at the Dears' St. Joseph College 
training camp in Rensselaer. Iml.. July 
12. a site where the only veteran players 
to be seen nrc the ones picketing as

tile change* have forced Glliron to focus 
imrr attention on hi* kicking game, and 
Ihotr nf no vnlur to the specially ten ins,

Despite the obvious advantages, the 21- 


year-old Savage, who has been Issued 
llncbacklng mainstay Doug Duffonc's 
number 85 Jersey, realizes that an end to 
the players' strike would put IS line- 
backers In camp, counting tho nine at 
that position who have already reported. 


With the retirement of Dick Butku.s. 


number one draft 
choice 
Waymond 


Bryant from Tennessee Slate becomes 
the heir-apparent to the middle line- 
backer position, and Duffonc and Jimmy 
Gunn are slated for duty on the outsidcs 
If and when the strike ends. 


Nevertheless. Savage remains 
un- 


daunted. His characteristic determina- 
tion is a carry-over from his days at For- 
est View where he and fullback Spencer 
Drcischarf, both as senior co-captains, 
led the Falcons to a Mid-Suburban 
League co-championship with Arlington. 


Al*o n baseball player anil a standout 


four-year wrestler who finished fifth In 
the state In his final prrp campaign. Sav- 
age wrlghed gridiron scholarship offers 
(mm Arl/onn and Indiana, among others, 
but when they stalled, he accepted 
Ynnkton (S.I).) College's hid. The school 
not only suited him academically and 
athletically, hut It changed his self-eon. 
fe**rd naive perspective of life. 


Oddly enough. Savage never gave pro- 


fessional football serious thought during 
his collegiate career at Yankton where 
Coach Dill Dobzin first introduced the 
youngster to linebacklng In order to take 
advantage of his size, quickness, and 5.0 
speed In the 40 yard dash. 


"1 didn't think I was big enough," 


stated the 6-fooUl, 228 pounder frankly. 
"I also wanted to go Into real estate and 
1 had some marriage plans that didn't 
workout."

After earning his degree in business 


administration — economics In June of 
1072, the personable bachelor had "hung 
'cm up" until a former high school team- 
mate, Tom Coskey, persuaded him to 
play with the Chicago Lions, a semi-pro 
team coached by Palmer Pylc, brother 
of ex-Bear Mike Pyle. 


Hy this time, Savage hail admitted to 


having "gotten my head together" and 
struck up a relationship with former 
Hear tackle Wayne Mass, whose advice 
was destined to help change his football 
fortunes. Mass, whose employer, Arthur 
Uubloff and Co. I* located near L. J. 
Sheridan, often talked football with Sav- 
age over lunch. 


Savage's enthusiasm for the game was 


renewed during his stint with the Lions 
when he saw that his old Yankton team- 
mates Lylc Alzado, Lcs Goodman and 
Wendell Wilson were playing in the pro- 
fessional ranks. 


"Semi-pro wasn't that tough. I asked 


myself why I couldn't do that and I de- 
cided I wanted the big time," related tho 
resident of Rolling Meadows. 


After scouting his abilities with the 


Lions, the Baltimore Colts were prepared 
to give him that chance In the form of a 
three-year contract, but Savage, a player 
with principle, declined. 


"I wanted a one-year contract to sec If 


I coald cut It nr not," he theorized. 
'•Then if I hud a good year, I could re- 
negotiate for more money. But Joe 
Thomas (Colt general manager) heing 
what hi* is. thought he could buy a free 
agent cheap." 


Savage Uien glimpsed in the direction 


of the World Football League and the 
Chicago Fire, but Mass had other ideas. 


"Wayne, believe it or not, thought I 


had a better chance with the Bears," re- 
called Savage. 


Mass contacted the Dears about his 


prodigy, and n signed free agent contract 
this past February ticketed Savage to 
two rookie seminar camps at Soldier 
Field the following spring. 


Ills Initial trial at camp came to an 


abrupt halt as he ruptured a knee muscle 
during workouts, then aggravated (he In- 
lurv Into a double tear during sprint ex- 
ercises. Meanwhile, hcmorrhaging and 
swelling had set In, forcing a three-week 
wait before Dr. Theodore Fox. the Benrs' 
physician, could safely operate and re- 
pair the damage. 


Weight coach Clyde Emrich's rehabili- 


tation program and patience by the Dear 
front office have kept Savage's pro hopes 
alive. 


Once again physically sound, Savage 


has been able to devote more mental 
concentration to the pro game during the 


"I just love football. 
It 


isn't everything, but I iwnf 
to give it a fry.' 


Bears' daily double session practices, a 
requirement he finds to be the most pro- 
nounced difference between football on 
the college and play-for-pay levels. 


"The offenses and defenses aren't as 


complicated as they arc diversified," he 
explained. "There are different calls and 
adjustments you have to make, and you 
have to be thinking always of your re- 
sponsibilities. 


"Professional ball Is tougher and phys- 


ically more demanding because you're 
playing with a higher caliber player. But 
drills make you tired." he conceded with 
a smile. "I just want to play ball." 


Savngc has been doing both despite ef- 


forts by team representative Mac Per- 
clvnl and other Player Association mem- 
bers to convince rookies and free agents 


to walk out of camp. 


"This puts the pressure on us," ob- 


served Savage. "We can sympathize with 
the players, yet if we walk out, we won't 
sec any benefits. We, as a group, must 
stay, otherwise, it's a slap at the own- 
ership. We've got to look out for our- 
selves." 


In the meantime, Savage is aware that 


his fling at pro ball could fall short. His 
indecisive outlook is jut one example of 
the aftermath for a disappointed player. 


"If I'm cut, I'll go back to L. J. Sheri- 


dan, at least for the interim. Maybe I'll 
go back to the Lions, I don't know. Lots 
of guys have left camp. But we arc the 
Bears as of right now," he affirmed. 


"After that, I don't know."

Overdose victim 'may have been murdered? 
Federal agents probe death of 
informer

An ex-convict found dead of a drug 


overdose In the DCS Ploincs Oasis of the 
Northwest Tollvvny 10 days ago was a top 
Informant for 11 number of federal, state 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald has learned. 


Federal authorities said there is n 


"good possibility" that Robert Owca. «. 
formerly of 1535 Plum Grove Rd., Roll- 
In;: Meadows, was murdered. 


Ottca was responsible for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of 150 to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotics 
to hijackings to illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent said. 


Although Owen's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent area 


of operation wus Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said. 


Owca's and the federal agencies' inter- 


ests were not focused on the street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


TIIKRK ARE SEVERAL indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said. He said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine In his system, two buttons had 
been ripped from his shirt and he was 
not wearing shoes when his body was 
discovered In his 1972 Bulck Riviera. 


The agent, who had worked closely 


with Owca for three years, said Owca 
was not a known drug user. 


A lethal dose of morphine is three mil- 


ligrams, or one third the amount found 
in Owca's body. Owca was knowl- 
edgeable about drugs and the agent sold 
it was unlikely that Owca would have 
given himself an accidental overdose. 


Owca was becoming increasingly well- 


known and his area of undercover oper- 
ations rapidly shrinking, according to the 
f e d e r a l agent. "He was gaining 
notoriety." 


Owca, originally, of the Humbaldl 


Park nleghborhood on Chicago's Near 
North Side, operated under the names of 
Mark Tcrrarra, Mark London and Mark 
Chandler. He maintained an address at 
3200 N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago, as well 
as a boat in Fort Laudcrdalc, Flu.

United Fund goal increased 
by $8,000; set at $20,000

The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund has set its I97-I campaign goal at 
$:o.i)CO, which is Jtl.oco higher than last 
year. 


Citing (he unprecedented success of 


hist year's campaign. United Fund Pros. 
James Bauer said the goal will be met If 
local Industry and business responds to 
fund-raising efforts. 


Last year, the United Fund exceeded 


Its goal of $12,000 by more than 25 per 
cent without any substantial support 
from either the business or professional 
communities, Bauer said. 


"If we could have half the response 


from these businessmen that we get from 
the teachers and the residents, we'd have 
our goal met in the first couple of 
weeks," Bauer said. 


The amount of money received from 


the industrial, retail and professional 
community, however, has been declining 
In recent years, Bauer said. Last year 
more than 600 letters were sent to local 
industries, and only $300 was collected. 
Likewise, tiie doctors, dentists and law- 
yers in the community donated only $100 
last year. 


RAUER SAID that part of the increase 


Cement strike ends too 
late for street program 


The strike by cement and material 


trtickdrivers is over, but Buffalo Grove 
officials say it already may be too late to 
finish the village's street improvement 
program this year. 


William Davis, general superintendent 


of public works, said Monday completion 
of the program will depend on the avail- 
ability of construction materials. Al- 
though the drivers went back to work 
Monday, Davis said there probably will 
bo u severe backlog in material deliv- 
eries. 


He would not estimate when the village 


will get concrete, asphalt and stones for 
Its street Improvement program. 


"We won't know that until July 31 


when we open bids for the work," he 
said. "The contractors will be able to tell 
us that at that time." 


THE sifin.non program was scheduled 


to begin this month and be completed 
sometime in August. It originally was 
supposed to bo done last summer but 
was deferred, pending completion of an 
engineering study of the streets. 


The work will be paid for with motor 


fuel tax funds and will consist of replac- 
ing curbs and gutters, cleaning sewer 
catch basins, scaling cracks in pave- 
ments and resurfacing some streets. 


Public Works Director Charles McCoy 


said work on some streets Is "long over- 
due." He said Monday, he fears there 
may be a strike by material handlers 
which could further delay the program. 


Under the program, about 15 per cent 


of the village's 55 miles of streets will be 
resurfaced. The streets lie approximately 
south of Buffalo Creek, north of Golfvlcw 
Terrace, between Raupp Boulevard and 
Buffalo Grove Road. 


TIIE STREETS arc 15 years old and 


never have undergone extensive re- 
pairs. After resurfacing is done, McCoy 
said, major repairs should not be neces- 
sary for five to seven years. 


Besides resurfacing, a number of 


streets will be scaled. Those streets arc 
not as old and arc not as severely dam- 
aged as the others. The scaling will keep 
moisture from seeping in and causing 
base failures and will increase the life of 
the street by three to five years, ho 
added. 


in the United Fund goal will be covered 
by increased population in both Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove. He said, however, the 
United Fund plans to make inroads into 
the business and industrial areas through 
more active fund-raising efforts. 


The 1974 fund-raising drive will be led 


by Tom Shirley, Wheeling High School 
principal, and Clarence Miller, Buffalo 
Grove High School principal. 


In addition to the $20,000 to be raised 


locally, Bauer said that $15,000 will be 
added to the local budget by the Crusade 
of Mercy. 


With a total budget of $35,000, Bauer 


said the United Fund is anticipating 
being able to meet all of the funding 
requests from organizations backed by 
the charity. He said the nine local organ- 
izations have requested about $40,000 
from the United Fund this year. 


"That was part of the reason for set- 


ting the goal as high as we did," Bauer 
said of the funding requests. "All of the 
agencies arc feeling the effect of in- 
flation." 


BAUER SAID THAT most of the 


agencies financed by the United Fund 
arc youth oriented. He said that services 
for young people are becoming more ex- 
pensive since they are more in demand, 
lie said, therefore, the local community 
has an obligation to help finance these 
services. 


The 1974 goal of $20,000 is four times 


the goal set in 1970, Bauer said, noting 
this reflects a major growth in the local 
United Fund effort. In 1970, the local 
goal was $5,000, with a total budget at 
$10,600. 


Fund-raising efforts will begin the first 


week in October when there will be n 
major mailing to all Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove residents. Other projects will In- 
clude a McDonald's Day at the restau- 
rant on Dundee Road in Wheeling and the 
possible sponsorship of a rock concert at 
Wheeling High School. 


Money raised by the United Fund will 


be used to support Omnl-House: Youth 
Services 
Bureau, Boy Scouts, 
Girl 


Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Northwest Sub- 
urban Homemakcrs Service, Clcarbrook 
Center for the Retarded, Countryside 
Center for the Handicapped, Northwest 
Mental Health Center and the Salvation 
Army Family Counseling Center. 


recently were traced to the "Little Vc- 
nice" area of Fort Lauderdale, an area

SUICIDE IS A remote possibility, the 


agent said. Hu said Owca had visited 
him the day before his death and was 
described as being in a good frame of 
mind. 


"He was jovial. He had no complaints; 


lie was far from depressed," the agent 
said, adding Owca was planning to take 
up a new life in Florida. 


The agent added he was "99 per cent 


sure" the death was not related to any 
case Owca was actively involved in at 
the time. However, there are still several 
cases outstanding in which he played a 
major role, he said. 


The agent said Owca came to his de- 


partment three years ago on the recom- 
mendation of another federal agency. 
Owca had just been paroled from federal 
prison in Sandstone, Minn., where he had 
served three years on counterfeiting and 
auto theft charges. 


His motivation in acting as an under- 


cover informant was both financial and 
personal, the agent said. 


OWCA HAD BEEN paid more than 


$18,000 during his association with feder- 
al agencies. The money included ex- 
penses — such as rents, telephone bills 
and gasoline money — as well as "bo- 
nuses" for successful cases.

pliers. The agent said Owca was respon- 
sible for seizures of 10 pounds of cocaine,

Campanclli Brothers, a major Schaum- 


burg developer, has provided employ- 
ment for several village appointees and 
political associates of Mayor Robert 0. 
Atchcr for the past 15 years, a Herald 
investigation has disclosed. 


Those involved Include the son and son- 


in-law of a village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village em- 
ployes, among them a building inspector. 


Richard McArthur, son of Trustee Ray 


G. McArthur. heads o real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units In 
CampanclU's quadro-homo developments 
in Schaumburg and Bloomingdalc. Rich- 
ard Losardo, the trustee's son-in-law, is a 
finishing superintendent for Campanclli. 


VINCE CAKSELLO. husband of Vil- 


lage Clerk Sandy Carscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanclli 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper, Dunbar, In a similar job last 
year. 


Richard Nomellinl — who took over as 


chairman of the plans commission when 
the former chairman, McArthur, became 
a trustee — worked for Campanelll for 
several years in the early 1960s. He was 
then hired by one of CampanclU's sub- 
contractors. Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nomellinl later worked for two other 


local developers, Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Scholz Homes, on projects 
not located In Schaumburg but at a time 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building In Schaumburg. 


Campanclli also acknowledges that two 


village employes, John Mittvlck, a build-

ing inspector, and Hy Ycargin, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-time security guards. Names of 
other part-time Campanclli employes 
could not be learned. 


TUB FIRST BUILDER of single-family 


houses In Schaumburg, Campanclli has 
developed more than 5,000 houses as well 
as 750 quadro-homcs, 
126 apartment 


units and n shopping center since 11 be- 
gan operations locally in the late 1030s. It 
lins approval to develop an additional 126 
houses and 572 townhomes. 


Its activities have required scores of 


official village actions such as rozonings, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and sewer connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of CampanclU's first 


Schaumburg home was Ray McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
mission member starting in the early 
1960s and was elected to the village 
board In 1973. McArthur also has been 
active in the Schaumburg United Parly, 
which is headed by Atchcr. 


DESPITE HIS FAMILY ties to Camp- 


anclli, McArthur said he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans for Weathcrsfield Gardens, the 
first apartment complex In the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanelll 


representatives insisting they rearrange 
a scries of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like a group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanelll, is 
located at Wise and Springinsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked In 


the early 1960s as an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclli 
as a salesman. After a stint selling 
single-family homes for the developer, he 
joined Starck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year.

tical of conditions at the complex, which 
has been the subject of a lawsuit filed by 
the city in January in Circuit Court. 


The suit seeks correction of the build- 


ing violations or vacating of the complex. 


Rose said a date for trial in the case

The Meadow Trace complex includes 


20 buildings and some 1,600 tenants. 


AMONG THE CONDITIONS cited were 


deteriorating wood-plate glass frames 
over entrance ways, structural faults and 
potential health problems particularly in 
one abandoned building at the complex. 
Rodents and rats could pose a problem 
at the building at 4728 Arbor Dr. which Is 
apparently unoccupied and could become 
a source of attraction for the pests, offi- 
cials said. 


"Nothing has improved," one official 


said. "The damp conditions still exist." 
He said reports on electrical conditions 
at the complex are still pending, but 
added they could reveal serious danger 
potentials. 


The complex was the object of contin- 


uing fire by former City Sanitarian Don- 
ald Schindler who had warned the com- 
plex owners of building violations as ear- 
ly as 1970. Repairs were repeatedly 
stalled, prompting the lawsuit. 


Among the conditions cited in the suit 


were wet and damp conditions in laundry 
and storage rooms which could lead to 
electrical short circuits and possible 
electrocution. 


CONDITIONS FOUND Monday in the 


Inspection included what John Hennessy, 
building and zoning officer, described as 
a potential hazard of falling plate glass 
over entrance ways. He said wood 
frames around the glass have not been 
treated to prevent rotting and that 
slamming of a door could jar loose the 
glass. 


The vacant building also is a source of 


danger because it is not boarded up and 
is open to youths running in and out of it, 
he said. 


Officials also said a motorcycle and 


two empty gasoline cans were seen in 
one apartment of the vacant building.

"He 
was unaware of my job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves he can't relate his role as zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
tho zoning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting in 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
In this community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carselto's urging. "When sales 
reached a high peak, it was Vince's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man," said Baxter. 


NOMELLINL McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years In the building industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job, 


which will not be in Schaumburg has not 
yet been "firmed up." 


Nomellini worked for Campanelll In 


Schaumburg for several years in the ear- 
ly 1960s and the affiliated with Thomas 
Construction. 


In July, 1968, he took a j"b as project 


manager for Levitt Residential Commu- 
nities working In Its Buffalo Grove 
Strathmore project, and then went to 
work for Scholz In 1972.

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Overdose victim 'may have been murdered9 
Federal agents probe death of drug informer

An ex-convict found dead of a drug 


overdose In the DCS Plnlnw Oasis ot the 
Northwest Tollwny 10 days ago was a top 
Informant for a number of federal, slate 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald has learned. 


Federal authorities sold there Is a 


"good possibility" that Robert Owen, 43, 
formerly of 1333 Plum Grove Rd., Roll- 
Ing Meadows, was murdered. 


Owca was responsible for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of 150 to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotics 
to hijackings to Illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent said. 


Although Owen's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent area 


of operation was Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said. 


Owca's and the federal agencies' inter- 


ests were not focused on tho street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


THERE ARE SEVERAL indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said. He said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine In his system, two buttons had 
been ripped from his shirt and he was 
not wearing shoes when his body was 
discovered in his 1072 Buick Riviera. 


The agent, who had worked closely 


with Owen for three years, said Owca 
was not a known drug user. 


A lethal dose of morphine isihrcc mil- 


ligrams, or one third the amount found 
in Owca's body. Owca was knowl- 
edgeable about drugs and the agent said 
it was unlikely that Owca would have 
given himself an accidental overdose. 


Owca was becoming Increasingly well- 


known and his area of undercover oper- 
ations rapidly shrlnMng, 'according to the 
f e d e r a l agent. "He was gaining 
notoriety." 


Owca, originally, of the Humboldt 


Park nleghborhood on Chicago's Near 
North Side, operated under the names of 
Mark Tcrrarra, Mark London and Mark 
Chandler. He maintained an address at 
3200 N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago, as well 
as a boat in Fort Lauderdnle, Fla.

Property tax hike looms 
to finance city's operations 


Des Plaines officials arc expected to 


recommend that the bulk of new revenue 
needed for city expenditures in 1973 be 
paid for through a property tax increase. 


An official recommendation will prob- 


ably come during a city council com- 
mittee of the whole meeting on Wednes- 
day. The council's finance committee 
met Monday to hear Des Plaines Comp- 
troller Dunne Bllctz explain that the city 
probably needs to provide an additional 
$000.000 In 1975 for operating expenses. 


Aid. Ewald Swanson. Ctli. suggested 


that about $600,000 to $700.000 of that 
amount should be paid for through in- 
creased real estate tuxes and that the 
remainder should be made through other 
means. 


BLIETZ EXPLAINED that the 1975 


rate should be about 10,5 per cent higher 
than the .850 rate that was levied for 
1973. The tax rale for 1974 Is not avail- 
able. 


Bllctz estimated that the city's tax rate 


will increase to .930 or .980 for 1975. The 
Increase would mean that a taxpayer 
with a home that has an equalized as- 
sessed valuation of $10,000 would sec an 
Increase In taxes from $85 in 1973 to from 
$03 to $93 In 1975. 


Blictz said that a more refined esti- 


mate of the city's tax rate is made more 
difficult at this time because of the equad- 
rcnnial reassessment of Maine Town- 
ship which was completed last year. He 
noted that the assessed valuation of the 
township has increased about 16 per 
cent, but he was not certain that the as- 
sessed valuation of the city would in- 
crease by the same amount. 


Bllctz and Aid. Robert Hlnde, 4th, both 


noted that the individual taxpayer may 
not notice any major changes in his tax 
bill because the city property tax repre- 
sents only 11 to 12 per cent of the total 
tax bill. 


They also pointed out that while the 


city's tax rate for 1U74 will probably 
drop, the homeowner may not realize 
any decrease in his taxes because the 
assessed valuation of his property has 
probably increased. 


IN DISCUSSING the possible property 


tax Increase, the finance committee also 
studied the possibility of hiking existing 
fees or creating several new ones. 


Among the possible revision in city fees 


arc an increase in the garbage collection 
rate from $1.50 a month to at least $2 
and a possible restructuring of the busi- 
ness license fee schedule. 
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Aid. Charles Bolck, 3rd, said he has 


been working a revision of the business 
licensing fee system so that even indus- 
trial operations would have to pay for a 
city license. 


"This would help pay for the various 


health and fire inspections that we make 
in these places during the year," Bolek 
said. 


The finance committee also has consid- 


ered the implementation of a utility tax 
which bring in an estimated $1 million 
per year. But the aldermen have balked 
at such a move primarily because the 
tax would not be deductible on federal 
income tax returns. 


However, Mayor Herbert Bchrel said 


that the city might try to work with local 
congressmen In an effort to get the utili- 
ty tax declared a deductible item. 


The committee reached no firm deci- 


sion on a recommendation concerning a 
utility tax. 


Oakton to buy 
new campus 
tonight?

Trustees from Oakton Community Col- 


lege aro expected to purchase a per- 
manent campus for the college during 
their meeting tonight. 


The Chicago Catholic Archdiocese has 


offered to sell 147 acres to the college for 
$15,000 an acre, a total of about $2.2 mil- 
lion. The site is located along the Des 
Plaines River between Golf and Central 
roads in Maine Township. 


Three of the seven trustees on the Oak- 


ton Board of Trustees said Monday they 
would vote for the site and saw no prob- 
lems in getting the purchase approved by 
the rest of the trustees.

A -10-acre shopping center ucst of III. 


Rle. 33 and another 40 acres of multi- 
family housing is being proposed by SBL 
Associates of Chicago at the Devon Ave- 
nue and Nergc Road intersection adjoin- 
ing Elk Grove Village. 


Architect Anthony Bonovolonta, repre- 


senting the developing group, said SBL 
has petitioned the Elk Grove Village 
t'l.m Commission for annexation and 
/unlng of n 93.3-acrc tract the firm 
recently purchased 
from the Buttita 


Lam! Trust. 


The acreage is part of the Duvon-3.1 


project under study by the Elk Grove 
Village Board for several years. The But- 
tita Trust, along with three other devel- 
opers who planned the Dcvon-33 project, 
broke- up their coalition recently. 


Bonovolonta had purchased 20 acres 


from the Buttita Trust In February and 
recently bought the remainder of the 
Buttita holding. 


"With the additional acreage we have 


expanded our initial plans to develop a 
20-ucre shopping center," said Bonovo- 
lonta. 


IIONOVOI.ONTA SAID the shopping 


complex would be designed around a 
central mall urea. 


He would not elaborate on the plans 


but said he has had several com- 
mitments from people interested in rent- 
Ing the retail stores, office space and 
16,000 square-foot restaurant proposed 
for the shopping center. 


The acreage is west of Rtc. 53, south of 


Devon Avenue and cast of 1-90. 


Bonovolonta said the developing group 


has no firm plans for the multifamily 
area but initial plans call for onc-to five- 
story buildings. 


The village board will consider the 


SBL request to go to the plan commis- 
sion for a public hearing at tonight's 8 
p.m. hoard meeting. 


The hearing could be set for mid-Au- 


gust. 


The plan commission was interested in 


Bonovolonta's initial plans for the shop- 
ping center in February. At that meeting 
Bonovolonta gave planners what he 
called a peck preview of the complex 
and wanted assurance they were inter- 
ested in a shopping center for that area. 


Bonovolonta said "We think our plans 


will add to Elk Grove Village and felt 
encouraged enough by the commission's 
interest to buy out the Buttita land and 
try for annexation and zoning." 


ANOTHER OF THE four original de- 


velopers who created the Devon-53 proj- 
ect. Parkway Development Co. has re. 
quested an informal meeting with the 
commission to consider plans for a 156- 
acre tract to be annexed to the village. 


P a r k w a y Development Co., plans 


mostly a single-family development sur- 
rounding a large private lake on 80 acres 
just west of Rtc. 53 with quadroplcx 
housing on Rtc. 53 and mixed single and 
multi-family housing on property that ad- 
joins 1-90. No date has been set for the 
meeting.

A need for X-ray and casting facilities 


elate to new emergency facilities under 
construction at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center has forced a delay In completion 
of doctors' offices that were to be includ- 
ed In the hospital's new wing. 


Brother Felix Bcttendorf, new hospital 


administrator, sold that the one floor of 
doctors' offices that was to lx> completed 
hy fall has been postponed, hut would be 
finished in stages as soon as possible. 


"Our thinking is that having X-ray and 


casting capabilities close to the emer- 
gency area Is important," said Brother 
Felix. "Otherwise, patients would have 
to be shuttled through part of the new 
building, then through the existing build- 
ing to our present radiology department 
and cast room and back as well." said 
Brother Felix. 


ONLY FOUR DOCTORS have made 


space reservations on the one floor of of- 
fices scheduled for completion this year. 
Two other floors of the ^ivc-story wing 
have been reserved for doctors' offices 
but won't be completed for some time. 


Bcttendorf gave no definite time for 


completing the doctors' floors. 


The two areas to be completed will 


serve the emergency room primarily, 
and will represent only part of the radiol- 
ogy department planned for the new 
wing. The remainder will be completed 
at a later date. 


Present facilities in the hospital's main 


section will continue to be used. 


About half of the Interior of the Elk 


Grove Village hospital's multi-million- 
dollar wing will be completed by fall. 
Rising construction costs, which have 
sent costs soaring above the original csti- 


mates for the wing, have forced hospital 
officials to delay some sections. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS said earlier 


they hope to complete the entire addition 
within two years. 


Patient-care areas arc receiving prior- 


ity in the completion process, according 
to hospital officials. 


Scheduled for October opening are a 


greatly expanded emergency 
depart- 


ment, inpaticnt and outpatient pharma- 
cy, EEG-ECG, main lobby, gift and 
snack shops, admitting, patient accounts, 
doctors' lounge, medical records, res- 
piratory care and nuclear medicine.

Lightning may have ignited a $100,000 


fire at the O'Hare Sheet Metal Co., 930 
E. Higgins Rd., Elk Grove Village, Mon- 
day destroying machinery and supplies 
and gutting the brick structure. 


One Elk Grove fireman, Thomas Moro- 


ny, was overcome by fumes and exhaus- 
tion. He was taken to Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center and was released at noon 
Monday. 


Fire Dept. Lt. Fred Hennlng said it is 


believed the fire started sometime be- 
tween 2 and 3 a.m., smoldering In roof 
beams for several hours before it was 
discovered. 


Lt. Henning said that when firemen ar- 


rived on the scene, flames were breaking 
through the roof. 
"Although the office area was in 


flames when we arrived, we were able to 


remove and save office files that contain- 
ed prints and records," said Lt. Henning. 


Lt. Henning said the Fire Prevention 


Bureau is still investigating the cause of 
the fire but theorizes it was started by 
lightning during the severe storm that hit 
the area Monday. 


Approximately $50,000 worth of struc- 


tural damage mostly to the roof, win- 
dows and interior partitions was sus- 
tained with the remainder of the loss to 
machinery and supplies such as copper 
coils for air conditioning units and sheet 
metal.

Atchcr for the past IS years, a Herald 
Investigation lias disclosed. 


Those Involved Include the son and son- 


in-law of a village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village em- 
ployes, among them a building inspector. 


Richard McArthur, son of Trustee Ray 


G. McArtltur. heads a real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units in 
Campanclll's quadro-home developments 
in Schaumburg and Bloomlngdalc. Rich- 
ard Losardo, the trustee's son-in-law, Is a 
finishing superintendent for Campanclli. 


V1NCK CAIt.SKU.O, husband of VII- 


lagc Clerk Sandy Carscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanelll 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper. Ounbar, In a similar job last 
year. 


Richard Nomcllinl — who took aver as 


chairman of the plans commission when 
the former chairmen, McArthur, became 
a trustee — worked for Campanclli for 
several years In the early 1960s. He was 
then hired by one of Campanelll's sub- 
contractors. Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nomcllinl later worked for two other 


local developers. Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Schotz Homes, on projects 
not located in Schaumburg but at a time 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building in Schaumburg. 


Campanclli also acknowledges that two 


village employes. John Mittvick, a build-

Ing Inspector, and Hy Yoargin, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-time security guards. Names of 
other part-time Campanelli employes 
could not be learned. 


THE FIRST BUILDER of single-family 


houses in Schaumburg, Campanclli has 
developed more than 3,000 houses as well 
as "30 quadro-homcs, 120 apartment 
units and .1 shopping center since it be- 
gan operations locally In the late 1950s. It 
lias approval to develop an additional 126 
houses and 572 townhomcs. 


IU activities have required scores of 


official village actions such as rczonings, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and sewer connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of Campanelli's first 


Schaumburg home was Ray McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
mission member starting in the early 
1960s and was elected to the village 
board In 1973. McArthur also has been 
active in the Schaumburg United Party, 
which is headed by Atcher. 


DESPITE HIS FAMILY ties to Camp- 


anelll, McArthur said he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans for Weathersfield Gardens, the 
first apartment complex in the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanclli 


representatives Insisting they rearrange 
a series of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like n group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanelli, is 
located at Wise and Springlnsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked in 


the early IflfiOs ns an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclli 
as a salesman. After a stint selling 
single-family homes for the developer, he 
joined Starck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year. 


S t a r t i n g his own firm, Richard 


McArthur in 1970 got the exclusive rights 
to sell Campanclli quadro-homes.

Owners of long-haired and hairless, pedigreed and mixed 


breeds descended on Maryville Academy In DCS Plaines Sun- 
day for the Illlni Obedience Assn.'s 3rd annual Conformation 
and Obedience Fun Match. 


Most participants and dog lovers arrived hours before the 


11 a.m. starting time to set up camp beneath shady trees. 
Canopies were set up, grooming tables assembled and lines 
for registration formed. 


WHILE FOLLOWING the rules of the American Kennel 


Club, fun matches arc not sanctioned by the AKC, Sandy 
Marines, a club member said. Awards won at the match have 
no official standing with the AKC. 


"Most people come to a fun match just for practice," she 


said. "It lets them sharpen their dog up for the regular dog 
trials." 


Mrs. Marines also noted that a fun match gives the mixed 


breed — barred from AKC competition — a chance for recog- 
nition. In addition, breed classes are divided so puppies com- 
pete- Independently of adult dogs and duplicate prizes are 
awarded for both.

"Dick is an independent Realtor and

LOSAIIDO WAS A Campanclli employe 


at the time the New England-based firm 
began building in Schaumburg. He later 
married McArthur's daughter. 


Joseph Connolly, corporate secretary 


and general manager of Campanelli, said 
the firm generally hires local sales per- 
sons. "Our sales department has been 
traditionally built up with local people 
who generally seem to do a better job for 
us," he said. 


Carsello, another local man who held a 


Campanclli job, has managed village 
election campaigns for Atcher-backed 
groups for the past decade. 


Carsello was a salesman for a Camp- 


nnelli supplier when he was hired by the 
developer to sell homes. He said Camp- 
anelli had "been after me" for a long 
time but until then had offered only "lat- 
eral" sales jobs. 


When one man retired, another died 


and a third was promoted, Campanclli 
had an opening he liked so he joined the 
company, Carscllo said. 


IN 1973. WHEN Campanelli's slncle- 


family homes were almost completely 
sold, Cnrsello said he sent out resumes to 
a number of Chicago area developers. 
The resumes did not mention his wife's 
village office but did refer to his local 
political activities, Carscllo said. 


The result was a new sales job with 


Dtmbar, another major Schaumburg de- 
veloper. 


"Dunbar approached me with no inter- 


vention from anyone," said Carscllo, who 
emphasized that the company has never 
asked him to do any kind of "political" 
favor. "I would match my qualifications 
for the job I have today with any sales 
manager in the housing industry in the 
U.S.," he said. 


Neither Carscllo nor his wife sec his 


developer jobs as a conflict with Mrs. 
Carsello's role as a village official, he 
said. "How could it be? I can't vote and 


S a n d y can't vote," he remarked 
recently. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbar vice presi- 


dent, said his firm hires only on "capa- 
bility." He said Carsello was a successful 
sales manager with Campanelli and a 
logical choice for the same role with 
Dunbar's Schaumburg development. 


Also joining Dunbar's sales force 


recently was Alan Larson, now a village 
zoning board member. His zoning board 
appointment came after he was hired 
May 1 by Dunbar. 


A former village environment com- 


mittee member who has also handled 
publicity for Schaumburg United Party, 
Larson was previously employed as a 
foreman for Kclbourn Enginering Co. of 
Chicago. 


Larson said he got the Dunbar job 


through Carsello. with whom he became 
well acquainted about a year ago. "Vince 
often talked about my being in the wrong 
field," he said. But Larson said Carscllo 
had to "talk his superiors into" hiring 
him since he had no applicable sales ex- 
perience. 


LAST SPRING. Atcher asked Larson 


to apply for a zoning board opening. "He 
was unaware of mv job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves ho can't relate his role as zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
thc/oning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting in 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
In this community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carsello's urging. "When sales 
reached a hiqh peak, it was Vincc's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man," said Baxter. 


NOMELLINI, McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years in the building industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job,

"Neither of us felt there 
would be a real conflict," he explained. 


Nomellini said he has never asked for 


"a single favor" in the village and would 
not do so. Ho said he has had experiences 
in other towns where officials come In 
"palms upward or talking about the poor 
condition of their own private drive- 
ways." He stressed that he has never 
seen this occur in Schaumburg, also not- 
ing that as plans chairman he is paid "a 
whole $150 a vcar and I wouldn't com- 
promise myself." 


Connolly said Campanelli also hires lo- 


cal people, among them some village 
employes, for security work "because 
they live in the community and since it is 
home, they care." 


"SOME OF THEM are village employ- 


es and others are not." he said. John 
Mittvick. n btiildine inspector, anrl Hy 
Yearsin, ^chaumburc lic»nsirm offirnr, 
are on Campanelli's Ust <•{ "excellent" 
part-time security workers. 


Mittvick was indicted in March and 


awaits trial on state charges of bribery, 
misconduct and illegal interest in con- 
tracts in connection with alleged kick- 
backs from a village chemical supplier. 


Village personnel policy prohibits full- 


time workers from outside employment 
in any occupation which could create a 
possible conflict of interest with regular 
duties. Policy requires employes wishing 
to hold outside jobs to obtain written per- 
mission from department heads.

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Overdose victim 'may have been murdered? 
Federal agents probe death of drug informer

An ox-convict found dead of a drug 


overdue In the DCS PInlncs Oasis of the 
Northwest Tollway 10 days ago was a top 
Informant for a number of federal, state 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald has learned. 


Federal authorities said there is a 


"good possibility" that Robert Owen, -13, 
formerly of 1533 Plum Grove lid.. Roll- 
ing Meadows, was murdered. 


Owea was responsible for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of ISO to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotic.1! 
to hijackings to illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent said. 


Although Ouca's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent area 


of operation was Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said, 


Owca's and the federal agencies' inter- 


ests were not focused on the street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


THERE ARE SEVERAL, indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said, tie said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine In his s>stcm, two buttons had 
been ripped from his shirt and he was 
not ucarlng shoes when his body uas 
discovered in his 1972 Buick Riviera. 


The agent, who had worked closely 


with Owen for three years, said Owca 
uas not a known drug user. 


A lethal dose of morphine is three mil- 


ligrams, or one third the amount found 
in Owca's 
body. Owca was knowl- 


edgeable about drugs and the agent said 
it was unlikely that Owca would have 
given himself an accidental overdose. 


Owca was becoming increasingly well- 


known and Ills area of undercover oper- 
ations rapidly shrinking, according to the 
f e d e r a l agent. "He was gaining 
notoriety." 


Owca, originally 
of the Humboldt 


Park nicghborhood on Chicago's Near 
North Side, operated under the names of 
Mark Tcrrarra, Mark London and Mark 
Chandler. He maintained an address at 
3200 N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago, as well 
as a boat in Fort Laudcrdalc, Flo. 


Telephone numbers used by Owca 


recently were traced to the "Little Ve- 
nice" area of Fort Lauderdale, an area 
with estates and homes valued from 
$500,000 to $1 million. 


SUICIDE IS A remote possibility, the 


agent said. He said Owca had visited 
him the day before his death and was 
described as being in a good frame of 
mind. 


"He was jovial. He had no complaints; 


he was far from depressed," the agent 
siiid, adding Owca was planning to take 
up a new life in Florida. 


The agent added he was "09 per cent 


sure" the death was not related to any 
case Owca was actively involved in at 
the time. However, there are still several 
cases outstanding in which he played a 
major role, he said. 


The agent said Owca came to his de- 


partment three years ago on the recom- 
mendation of another federal agency. 
Owca had just been paroled from federal 
prison in Sandstone, Minn., where he had 
served three years on counterfeiting and 
auto theft charges. 


His motivation in acting as an under- 


cover informant was both financial and 
personal, the agent said. 


OWCA HAD BEEN paid more than 


$18,000 during his association with feder- 
al agencies. The money included ex- 
penses — such as rents, telephone bills 
and gasoline money — as well as "bo- 
nuses" for successful cases. 


Authorities also assisted him with find- 


ing new residences when arrests were 


imminent on cases in which he was in- 
volved. 


Owca also hoped to have his criminal 


record expunged in exchange for the in- 
formation, the agent said. Owca's often- 
expressed desire was to start a new life 
in Florida as a charter boat operator, the 
agent said. 


"He was not the run-of-the-mill infor- 


mant. His was a unique case," the agent 
said. 


The agent said Owca's "facade" was 


that of a narcotics trafficker. "He let it 
be known he could deal any kind of 
drugs." 


His information led to major drug sup- 


pliers. The agent said Owca was respon- 
sible for seizures of 10 pounds of cocaine,

dents In favor if it. 


Village Pres. Wendell Jones said that 


elected library officials, "should be auto- 
nomous and make their own decisions."

Reprieve 
for house 
businessess? 


Some businesses operating 
out of 


houses in Palatine may be allowed to re- 
main, provided they meet fire and safety 
codes. 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell Jones 


recommended 
Monday night that the 


Palatine Village Board take a realistic 
look and be flexible in its approach to 
phasing out businesses operating in 
houses. 


His proposed amendment to the amor- 


tization ordinance which took effect July 
1 has been referred to the planning, 
building and zoning committee of the vil- 
lage board. A report on the status of the 
law, which calls for the phasing out of all 
businesses located in wood-frame houses 
this year and those located in brick 
houses by July 1, 1978, will be compiled 
by the village administration for the 
committee. 


STRICT ADHERENCE to the present 


ordinance would force several businesses 
to relocate. Enforcement of the ordi- 
nance has been delayed pending a direc- 
tive from the board. 


Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin said it may 


be three or four months before the com- 
mittee can review the proposed amend- 
ment. 


"I am of the opinion that the global 


enforcement of the amortization ordi- 
nance would do as much harm to the 
village as it would good," Jones said. "It 
looks like we are going to have to take a 
complete look at each piece of property. 
It makes no sense to summarily remove 
a building just because it is made of 
wood." 


AS LONG AS a business "meets fire 


and safety codes and there is some reju- 
venation, I think we have met our goal," 
he continued. 


Village Atty. Bradley M. Glass said the 


village should take some action on the 
ordinance soon, or else it would be diffi- 
cult to enforce at a later date. 


Many of the businesses operating in 


houses are located in the downtown area 
of the village.

The Palatine Rural Park District may 


not be able to issue $330,000 in general 
obligation bonds because of the dis- 
annexation of Thunderbird Estates from 
the district Monday night. 


Rural park board members approved 


the dlsannexation allowing Thunderbird 
residents to join the nearby Barrington 
Park District. 


Annexation of Thunderbird Estates to 


the Barrington Park District is expected 
to be approved at the Barrington board's 
Aug. 19 meeting. Thunderbird Estates is 
bounded by Ela Road, Northwest High- 
way and Hillside Road. Residents al- 
ready use Barrington schools and park 
facilities. 


The rural park district board author- 


ized the $330,000 general obligation bond 
issue for the purchase and development 
of the district's first park site. 


Roger Bjorvik, park district attorney, 


explained that with the disannexation of 
Thunderbird Estates, the rural park dis- 
trict's assessed valuation, upon which 
the amount of bonds issued is based, is 
decreased. 


The district is allowed by law to issue 


general obligation bonds that arc one- 
half of 1 per cent of the district's as- 
sessed valuation. The $350,000 bond issue 
was based on the district's anticipated 
assessed valuation for 1974-73 which was 
$70 million. 


With the Thunderbird Estates dis- 


annexation and the disannexation of two 
other areas within the last year, the dis- 
trict's assessed valuation for 1974-75 is $4 
million less than what was anticipated 
for the issuing of the bonds. The Frost 
Roads area was disannexed In January, 
1974, and the Plum Grove area left the 
rural park district in November, 1973.

Doctors must wait for offices at Alexian

A need for X-ray and casting facilities 


close to new emergency facilities under 
construction at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center has forced a delay In completion 
of doctors' offices that were to be includ- 
ed in the hospital's new wing. 


Brother Felix Bcttcndorf, new hospital 


administrator, said that the one floor of 
doctors' offices that was to be completed • 
by fall has been postponed, but would be 
finished in stages as .soon as possible. 


"Our thinking is that having X-ray and 


casting capabilities close to the emer- 
gency area is important," said Brother 


Felix. "Otherwise, patients would have 
to be shuttled through part of the new 
building, then through the existing build- 
ing to our present radiology department 
and cast room and back as well," said 
Brother Felix. 


ONLY FOUR DOCTORS have made 


space reservations on the one floor of of- 
fices scheduled for completion this year. 
Two other floors of the five-story wing 
have been reserved for doctors' offices 
but won't be completed for some time. 


Bcttcndorf gave no definite time for 


completing the doctors' floors. 


The two areas to be completed will 


serve the emergency room primarily, 
and will represent only part of the radiol- 
ogy department planned for the new 
wing. The remainder will be completed 
at a later date. 


Present facilities in the hospital's main 


section will continue to be used. 


About half of the Interior of the Elk 


Grove Village hospital's, multi-million- 
dollar wing will be completed by fall. 
Rising construction costs, which have 
sent costs soaring above the original esti- 
mates for the wing, have forced hospital 
officials to delay some sections.

Firm provides jobs for village officials, pals

Campanclli Brothers, a major Schaum- 


burg developer, has provided employ- 
ment for several village appointees and 
political associates of Mayor Robert 0. 
Atchcr for the past 15 years, a Herald 
investigation has disclosed. 


Those Involved Include the son and son- 


in-law of a village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village em- 
ployes, among them a building inspector. 


Richard McArthur, son of Trustee Ray 


G. McArthur, heads a real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units in 
Campanclli's quadro-homc developments 
in Schaumburg and Bloomingdalc. Rich- 
ard Losardo, the trustee's son-in-law, is a 
finishing superintendent for Campanclli. 


VINCE CAKSELLO. husband of Vil- 


lage Clerk Sandy Carscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanclli 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper, Dunbar, in a similar job last 
year. 


Richard Nomcllinl — who took over as 


chairman of the plans commission when 
the former chairman, McArthur, became 
a trustee — worked for Campanclli for 
several years In the early 1960s. He was 
then hired by one of Campanelll's sub- 
contractors, Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nomcllinl later worked for two other 


local developers, Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Scholz Homes, on projects 
not located In Schaumburg but at a time 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building In Schaumburg. 


Campanclli also acknowledges that two 


village employes. John Mlttvlck, a build- 
ing inspector, and Hy Ycargin, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-time security guards. Names of 
other part-time Campanclli employes 
could not be learned. 


THC FIRST IIL'ILDKR of single-family 


houses in Schaumburg, Campanclli has 
developed more than 5,000 houses as well 
as 750 quadra-homes, 120 apartment 
units and a shopping center since It be- 
gan operations locally In the late 1950s. It 
has approval to develop an additional 126 
houses and 572 townhomcs. 


IU activities have required scores of 


official village actions such as rczonlngs, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and sewer connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of Campanelll's first 


Schuumburg home was Ray McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
mission member starting in the early 
1960s and was elected to the village 
boon) in 1973. McArthur also has been 
active in the Schaumburg United Party, 
which is headed by Atchcr.

anclli, McArthur said he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans fur Wcathcrsflcld Gardens, the 
first apartment complex in the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanclli 


representatives insisting they rearrange 
a series of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like a group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanclli, is 
located at Wise and Springlnsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked in 


the early 1960s as an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclli 
us a salesman. After a stint selling 
single-family homes for the developer, he 
joined Starck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year. 


S t a r t i n g his own firm, Richard 


McArthur in 1970 got the exclusive rights 
to sell Campanclli quadro-homes. 


"Dick Is an Independent Realtor and 


started his own business after leaving 
S t a r c k Realtors," sold the elder 
McArthur. "I think Campanclli chose 
him for the quad sales because they 
knew of his competence." 


LOSARDO WAS A Campanclli employe 


at the time the New England-based firm 
began building in Schaumburg. He later 
married McArthur's daughter. 


Joseph Connolly, corporate secretary 


and general manager of Campanclli, said 
the firm generally hires local sales per- 
sons. "Our sales department has been 
traditionally built up with local people 
who generally seem to do a better job for 
us." he said. 


Carscllo, another local man who held a 


Campanclli job, has managed village 
election campaigns for Atchcr-backed 
groups for the past decade. 


Carscllo was a salesman for a Camp- 


anclli supplier when he was hired by the 
developer to sell homes. He said Camp- 
anclli had "been after me" for a long 
time but until then had offered only "lat- 
pml" salc5 jobs.

When one man retired, another died 


and a third was promoted, Campanclli 
had an opening he liked so lie joined the 
company, Carscllo said. 


IN 1973, WHEN Campanelli's single- 


family homes were almost completely 
sold, Carscllo said he sent out resumes to 
a number of Chicago area developers. 
The resumes did not mention his wife's 
village office but did refer to his local 
political activities, Carsello said. 


The result was a new sales job with 


Dunbar, another major Schaumburg de- 
veloper. 


"Dunbar approached me with no inter- 


vention from anyone," said Carsello, who 
emphasized that the company has never 
asked him to do any kind of "political" 
favor. "I would match my qualifications 
for the job I have today with any sales 
manager in the housing industry in the 
U.S.," he said. 


Neither Carscllo nor his wife see his 


developer jobs as a conflict with Mrs. 
Carselio's role as a village official, he 
said. "How could it be? I can't vote and 
S a n d y can't vote," he remarked 
recently. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbar vice presi- 


dent, said his firm hires only on "capa- 
bility." He said Carscllo was a successful 
sales manager with Campanelli and a 
logical choice for the same role with 
Dunbar's Schaumburg development. 


Also joining Dunbar's sales force 


recently was Alan Larson, now a village 
zoning board member. His zoning board 
appointment came after he was hired 
May 1 by Dunbar. 


A former village environment com- 


mittee member who has also handled 
publicity for Schaumburg United Party, 
Larson was previously employed as a 
foreman for Kelbourn Englnering Co. of 
Chicago. 


Larson said lie got the Dunbar job 


through Carscllo, with whom he became 
well acquainted about a year ago. "Vlnce 
often talked about my being in the wrong 
field," he said. But Larson said Carscllo 
had to "talk his superiors Into" hiring 
him since he had no applicable sales ex- 
perience.

LAST SPRING, Atcher asked Larson 


to apply for a zoning board opening. "He 
was unaware of my job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves he can't relate his role as zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
the zoning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting in 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
In this community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carselio's urging. "When sales 
reached a high peak, it was Vince's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man," said Baxter. 


NOMELLINI, McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years in the building Industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job, 
which will not be in Schaumburg has not 
yet been "firmed up." 


Nomellini worked for Campanclli in 


Schaumburg for several years in the ear- 
ly 1960s and the affiliated with Thomas 
Construction. 


In July, 1968, he took a job as project 


manager for Levitt Residential Commu- 
nities working in its Buffalo 
Grove 


Strathmore project, and then went to 
work for Scholz in 1972. 


Nomellini said the last two years he 


worked for Levitt the company was 
working in Schaumburg. He said he felt 
no conflict of Interest because he always 
abstained from plans commission votes 
where Levitt was concerned. Nomellini 
has been on the commission more than 
12 years. 


S C H O L Z ' VERSAILLES-on-the-Lake 


project in Schaumburg came before the 
commission only once, to the best of No- 
mellini's recollection. 


Before accepting either the Levitt or 


Scholz jobs, Nomellini said he discussed 
the idea of possible conflict of interest 
with Atcher. "Neither of us felt thero 
would be a real conflict," he explained. 


Nomellini said he has never asked for 


"a single favor" in the village and would 
not do so. He said he has had experiences 
in other towns where officials come in 
"palms upward or talking about the poor 
condition of their own private drive- 
ways." He stressed that he has never 
seen this occur in Schaumburg, also not- 
ing that as plans chairman he is paid "a 
whole $150 a year and I wouldn't com- 
promise myself." 


Connolly said Campanelli also hires lo- 


cal people, among them some village 
employes, for security work "because 
they live in the community and since it is 
home, they care." 


"SOME OF THEM are village employ- 


es and others arc not," he said. John 
Mittvick, a building inspector, and Hy 
Ycargin, Schaumburg licensing officer, 
are on Campanelli's list of "excellent" 
part-time security workers. 


Mittvick was indicted in March and 


awaits trial on state charges of bribery, 
misconduct and illegal interest in con- 
tracts in connection with alleged kick- 
backs from a village chemical supplier. 


Village personnel policy prohibits full- 


time workers from outside employment 
in any occupation which could create a 
possible conflict of interest with regular 
duties. Policy requires employes wishing 
to hold outside jobs to obtain written per- 
mission from department heads.

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Overdose victim 'may have been murdered? 
Federal agents probe death of drug informer

An ex-convict found dead of a drug 


overdose In the DCS Plalnes Oasis of tliu 
Northwest Tollway 10 days ngo was n top 
Informant for a number of federal, state 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald ha) learned. 


Federal authorities said (hero is a 


"good possibility" that Robert Ouc;i, -13, 
formerly of 1533 Plum Grove ltd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, was murdered. 


Owca was rciponslblo for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of 150 to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotics 
to hijackings to illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent .<tald. 


Although Owen's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent urea 


of operation was Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said. 


Owen's and the federal agencies' Inter- 


ests were not focused on the street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


THERE ARE SEVERAL indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said. He said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine in his system, two buttons had 
been ripped from his shirt and he was 
not wearing shoes when his body was 
discovered in his 1972 Buick Riviera. 


The agent, who had worked closely 


with Owen for three years, said Owca 
was not n known drug user. 


A lethal dose of morphine is three mil- 


ligrams, or one third the amount found 
in Owca's body. Owca was knowl- 
edgeable about drugs and the agent said 
it was unlikely that Owca would have 
given himself an accidental overdose. 


Owca was becoming increasingly well- 


known and ills area of undercover oper- 
ations rapidly shrinking, according to the 
f e d e r a l agent. "He was gaining 
notoriety." 


Owca, originally, of the Humboldt 


Park nicghborhood on Chicago's Near 
North Side, operated under the names of 
Mark Tcrrarra, Mark London and Mark 
Chandler. He maintained an address at 
1)200 N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago, as well 
as a boat in Fort Laudcrdalc, Fla. 


Telephone numbers used by Owca 


recently were traced to the "Little Ve- 
nice" area of Fort Laudcrdale, an area 
with estates and homes valued from 
$500,000 to SI million. 


SUICIDE IS A remote possibility, the 


agent said. He said Owca had visited 
him the day before his death and was 
described as being in a good frame of 
mind. 


"He was jovial. He had no complaints; 


he was far from depressed," the agent 
said, adding Owca was planning to take 
up a new life in Florida. 


The agent added he was "99 per cent 


sure" the death was not related to any 
case Owca was actively involved in at 
the time. However, there are still several 
cases outstanding in which he played a 
major role, he said. 


The agent said Owca came to his de- 


partment three years ago on the recom- 
mendation of another federal agency. 
Owca had just been paroled from federal 
prison in Sandstone, Minn., where he had 
served three years on counterfeiting and 
auto theft charges. 


His motivation in acting as an under- 


cover informant was both financial and 
personal, the agent said. 


OWCA HAD BEEN paid more than 


$18,000 during his association with feder- 
al agencies. The money included ex- 
penses — such as rents, telephone bills 
and gasoline money — as well as "bo- 
nuses" for successful coses. 


Authorities also assisted him with find- 


ing new residences when arrests were 


imminent on cases in which he was in- 
volved. 


Owca also hoped to have his criminal 


record expunged in exchange for the in- 
formation, the agent said. Owca's often- 
expressed desire was to start a new life 
in Florida as a charter boat operator, the 
agent said. 


"He was not the run-of-the-mill infor- 


mant. His was a unique case," the agent 
said. 


The agent said Owca's "facade" was 


that of a narcotics trafficker. "He let it 
be known he could deal any kind of 
drugs." 


His information led to major drug sup- 


pliers. The agent said Owca was respon- 
sible for seizures of 10 pounds of cocaine,

Violations go uncorrected

A s a result, city officials have said a 


lawsuit against the complex's owners, 
the Ka.ssuba Development Corp., will be 
pursued. 


"The lawsuit will be pursued." City 


Atty. Donald Rose said Monday following 
the Inspection. "Some repairs have been 
made but many have not and unless all 
the problems have been corrected the 
suit will not be dropped." 


OTIIKK OFFICIALS were highly cri- 


tical of conditions at the complex, which 
has been the subject of a lawsuit filed by 
tlio city in January In Circuit Court. 


The suit seeks correction of the build- 


in: violations or vacating of the complex. 


Rose sold a date for trial in the case 


has yet to be set and likely will not come 
until fall. 


The Meadow Trace complex includes 


20 buildings ami some 1,600 tenants. 


AMONG THE CONDITIONS cited were 


deteriorating wood-plate glass frames 
over entrance ways, structural faults and 
potential health problems particularly in 
one abandoned building at the complex. 
Rodents ami rats could \w»c a problem 
at the building at 472B Arbor Dr. which is 
apparently unoccupied and could become 
a source of attraction for the pests, offi- 
cials said. 


"Nothing has improved," one official 


'aid. "The damp conditions still exist." 
He s.iid reports on electrical conditions 
at 
I ho complex arc still pending, but 


a:!ded they could reveal .serious danger 
potentials. 


The complex was the object of contin- 


uing fire by former City Sanitarian Don- 
ald Schlndler who had warned the com- 
plex owners of building violations as ear- 
ly as 19*0. Repairs were repeatedly 
stalled, prompting the lawsuit.

The two areas to be completed will 


serve the emergency room primarily, 
and will represent only part of the radiol- 
ogy department planned for the new 
wing.

Firm provides jobs for village officials, pals

Ctimpanclii Brothers, a major Schaum- 


burg developer, has provided employ- 
ment for several village appointees and 
political associates of Mayor Robert 0. 
Atelier for the past 13 >cars, a Herald 
Investigation has disclosed. 


Those Involved include the son and son- 


in-law of a village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village cm- 
ploves. among them a building inspector. 


Richard McArthur, son of Trustee Ray 


G McArthur. heads a real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units In 
Campanclli's quadro-homc developments 
in Schnumburg and Bloomlngdalc. Rich- 
ard Losardo. the trustee's son-in-law, is a 
finishing superintendent for Campanelll. 


VINCK CAHSEU.O. husband of Vil- 


lage Clerk Sandy Carscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanelli 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper, Dunbar, in a similar job last 
jc.ir. 


Richard Nomcllini — who took over as 


chairman of the plans commission when 
the former chairman, McArthur, became 
a trustee — worked for Campunclll for 
several years In the early 1960s. He was 
then hired by one of Campanclli's sub- 
contractors, Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nomcllini later worked for two other 


local developers, Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Scholz Homes, on projects 
not located In Schaumburg but at a time 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building in Schaumburg. 


Campanclli also acknowledges that two 


village employes, John Mittvick, n build- 
Ing inspector, ami Ily Ycargin, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-lime security guards. Names of 
other part-time Cnmpanelli employes 
could not be learned. 


TIIK FIRST UUILUER of single-family 


houses in Schaumburg, Campanclli has 
developed more than 5,000 houses as well 
as 730 quadro-homcs, 
126 apartment 


units and a shopping center since It be- 
gan operations locally in the lute 1950s. It 
has approval to develop an additional 12G 
houses and 572 townhomcs. 


Its activities have required scores of 


official village actions such as rczonings, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and scvvcr connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of Campanclli's first 


Schaumburg home was Ray McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
mission member starling in the early 
1960s and was elected to the village 
board in 1973. McArthur also has been 
active in the Schaumburg United Party, 
which is headed by Atchcr. 


DESPITE HIS FAMILY lies to Camp- 


anclli, McArthur siaid he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans for Wcathcrsflcld Gardens, the 
first apartment complex in the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanclli 


representatives insisting they rearrange 
a series of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like a group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanclli, is 
located at Wise and Springlnsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked in 


the early 1960s as an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father Is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclli 
as a salesman. After a stint selling 
single-family homes for the developer, he 
joined Starck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year. 


S t a r t i n g Ills own firm, Richard 


McArthur in 1970 got the exclusive rights 
to sell Campanclli quadra-homes. 


"Dick is an independent Realtor and 


started his own business after leaving 
S t a r c k Realtors," said the elder 
McArthur. "I think Campanclli chose 
him for the quad sales because they 
knew of his competence." 


LOS'ARDO WAS A Campanclli employe 


at the time the New England-based firm 
began building in Schaumburg. He later 
married McArthur's daughter. 


Joseph Connolly, corporate secretary 


and general manager of Campanelll, said 
the firm generally hires local sales per- 
sons. "Our sales department has been 
traditionally built up with local people 
who generally seem to do a better job for 
us." he said. 


Carscllo, another local man who held a 


Campanclli job, has managed village 
election campaigns for Atcher-backed 
groups for the past decade. 


Carscllo was a salesman for a Camp- 


anclli supplier when he was hired by the 
developer to sell homes. He said Camp- 
anclli had "been after me" for a long 
time but until then had offered only "lat- 
eral" sales Jobs.

When one man retired, another died 


and a third was promoted, Campanclli 
had an opening he liked so he joined the 
company, Carscllo said. 


IN 1973. WHEN Campanelli's single- 


family homes were almost completely 
sold, Carscllo said he sent out resumes to 
a number of Chicago area developers. 
The resumes did not mention his wife's 
village office but did refer to his local 
political activities, Carsello said. 


The result was a new sales job with 


Dunbar, another major Schaumburg de- 
veloper. 


"Dunbar approached me with no inter- 


vention from anyone," said Carsello, who 
emphasized that the company has never 
asked him to do any kind of "political" 
favor. "I would match my qualifications 
for the job I have today with any sales 
manager in the housing Industry in the 
U.S.," he said. 


Neither Carsello nor his wife see his 


developer jobs as a conflict with Mrs. 
Carscllo's role as a village official, he 
said. "How could it be? I can't vole and 
S a n d y can't vote," he remarked 
recently. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbar vice presi- 


dent, said his firm hires only on "capa- 
bility." He said Carsello was a successful 
sales manager with Campanelll and a 
logical choice for the same role with 
Dunbar's Schaumburg development. 


Also joining Dunbar's sabs 
force 


recently was Alan Larson, now a village 
zoning board member. His zoning board 
appointment came after he was hired 
May l by Dunbar. 


A former village environment com- 


mittee member who has also handled 
publicity for Schaumburg United Party, 
Larson was previously employed as a 
foreman for Kelbourn Englnering Co. of 
Chicago. 


Larson said he got the Dunbar job 


through Carsello, with whom he became 
well acquainted about a year ago. "Vlnce 
often talked about my being in the wrong 
field," he said. But Larson said Carsello 
had to "talk his superiors Into" hiring 
him since he had no applicable sales ex- 
perience.

LAST SPRING. Atelier asked Larson 


to apply for a zoning board opening. "He 
was unaware of my job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves he can't relate his role ds zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
the zoning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting in 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
In this community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carsello's urging. "When sales 
reached a high peak, it was Vince's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man," said Baxter. 


NOMELLINI, McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years hi the building industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job, 
which will not be In Schaumburg has not 
yet been "firmed up." 


Nomelllni worked for Campanelli in 


Schaumburg for several years in the ear- 
ly 1960s and the affiliated with Thomas 
Construction. 


In July, 1968, he took a job as project 


manager for Levitt Residential Commu- 
nities working in Its Buffalo Grove 


Strathmore project, and then went to 
work for Scholz in 1972. 


Nomelllni said the last two years he 


worked for Levitt the company was 
working In Schaumburg. He said he felt 
no conflict of Interest because he always 
abstained from plans commission votes 
where Levitt was concerned. Nomellini 
has been on the commission more than 
12 years. 


S C H O L Z ' VERSAILLES-on-the-Lake 


project in Schaumburg came before the 
commission only once, to the best of No- 
mellini's recollection. 


Before accepting either the Levitt or 


Scholz jobs, Nomellini said he discussed 
the idea of possible conflict of interest 
with Atcher. "Neither of us felt there 
would be a real conflict," he explained. 


Nomelllni said he has never asked for 


"a single favor" in the village and would 
not do so. He said he has had experiences 
in other towns where officials come in 
"palms upward or talking about the poor 
condition of their own private drive- 
ways."

An ex-convict found dead of a drug 


overdose In Ihe DCS Plalnes Onsls of the 
Northwest Tollwny 10 days ago was a top 
Informant for a number of federal, state 
and local law enforcement agencies, The 
Herald has learned.

"good possibility" that Robert Owca. 43, 
formerly of 13.13 Plum Grove lid., Roll- 
Ing MeiuluuM. was murdered. 


Owea was responsible for the arrest, 


conviction and jailing of 150 to 200 per- 
sons for offenses ranging from narcotics 
to hijackings to Illegal explosives, a fed- 
eral agent said. 


Although Owca's activities carried him 


across the country, his most recent area 


of operation was Elgin to Arlington 
Heights, federal sources said. 


uwea's and the federal agencies' inter- 


ests were not focused on the street ped- 
dler or user. He supplied information on 
wholesalers, distributors and importers 
of drugs and other contraband, the agent 
said. 


THERE AitB SEVERAL indications 


that Owca's death was murder, the 
agent said. He said that Owca's body 
was found to have 10 milligrams of mor- 
phine in Ills system, two buttons had 
been ripped from his shirt and he was 
not wearing shoes when his body was 
discovered in his 1972 Buick Riviera.

recently were traced to the "Little Ve- 
nice" area of Fort Lauderdale, an area 
with estates and homes valued from 
$500,000 to $1 million. 


SUICIDE IS A remote possibility, the 


agent said. He said Owca had visited 
him the day before his death and was 
described as being in a good frame of 
mind. 


"He was jovial. He had no complaints;

The closing of Fire Station No. 2 in 


Hoffman Estates when the Hoffman Es- 
tates Fire Protection District Is trans- 
formed into a municipal department will 
be recommended to the village board by 
Village Mgr. George Longmeycr. 


The recommendation will be included 


in a manpower and operating budget 
Longmeyer and other village personnel 
are now preparing, he said Monday af- 
ternoon. He had hoped to present the 
budget for operation of a municipal fire 
department at Monday night's village 
board meeting, but said later in the day 
It was not yet completed. 


However, Longmeyer did obtain village 


board approval Monday for a schedule to 
authorize the use of roughly $44,000 of 
U.S. revenue-sharing funds to the Hoff- 
man Estates FPD.

A lethal dose of morphine is three mil-

A public hearing on the Prospect 


Heights Dist. 23 proposed 1974-75 budget 
of $2.491 million will be conducted at 7:30 
p.m. Wednesday at the administration of- 
fice, Palatine and Schoenbeck roads, 
Prospect Heights. 


No charges have been made in the ten- 


tative document which has been on pub- 
lic display for 30 days. The Board of Edu- 
cation Is expected to approve the budget 
as is, following the hearing. 


Changes in the budget, however, still 


may be made after it is formally ap- 
proved, said Supt. Edward Grodsky. The 
district has yet to receive the exact 
amount of its assessed valuation from 
the county assessor's office and this may 
force a revision in the budget.

personal, the agent said. 


OWCA HAD BEEN paid more than 


$18,000 during his association with feder- 
al agencies. The money included ex- 
penses — such as rents, telephone bills 
and gasoline money — as well as "bo- 
nuses" for successful cases. 


Authorities also assisted him with find- 


ing new residences when arrests were 


imminent on cases in which he was in- 
volved. 


Ouca also hoped to have his criminal 


record expunged in exchange for the in- 
formation, the agent said. Owca's often- 
expressed desire was to start a new life 
hi Florida as a charter boat operator, the 
agent said. 


"He was not the run-of-the-mill infor- 


mant. His was a unique case," the agent 
said. 


The agent said Owca's "facade" was 


that of a narcotics trafficker. "He let it 
be known he could deal any kind of 
drugs." 


His information led to major drug sup- 


pliers. The agent said Owca was respon- 
sible for seizures of 10 pounds of cocaine,

Steps sought 
to end abuses 
at Pioneer

Village and Arlington Heights Park 


District official, are preparing to take 
steps to end the "continuing problem" at 
Pioneer Park. 


For the last two summers the park, 300 


S Fernandez, has become a gathering 
place for youths. Then complaints from 
.irea residents of drug use and under-age 
drinking started pouring in. 


Friday night Arlington Heights police 


swept through the park after finding evi- 
dence of narcotics and liquor. More than 
150 joungsters were cleat ed out and the j 
park was closed for the remainder of the 
night by police order. The park was 
closed under similar circumstances last 
summer. 


KAY MULLEK. park district vice 


president, said she plans to investigate 
liow the situation developed because 
there are counselors in the parks to pre- 
vent such problems. 


Counselors, funded by the village and 


the parks, were placed in the parks last 
summer to stem mounting complaints of 
drinking and drug use. 


"I don't want the parks to become a 


source of drugs in Arlington Heights," 
Mrs. Mullcr said. 


She added that she expected the police 


to take the proper action and make ar- 
rests when drug use is found in the 
parks. 


Capt. Maurice English of the Arlington 


Heights police said the park would be 
under continued watch and all village 
and park district ordinances would be en- 
forced. 


THOMAS THORNTON, park district 


director, said Pioneer has been a "con- 
tinuing problem" since last year. 


He reacted sharply to reports that park 


employes were permitting drinking after 
!) p.m. so long as there was no vandalism 
in the park. 


"Some counselors may have a differ- 


ent idea, but we're going to insist that 
the ordinance be enforced. Whether it's 8 
p.m. or midnight, it doesn't matter what 
time it is. The ordinances will be en- 
forced," he said. 


Thornton speculated the park was at- 


tractive to the youths because the park- 
ing lot is screened from the street and 
hidden from view. He said he is consid- 
ering blocking off part of the parking lot 
to keep activities in open view. 


THORNTON SAID persons who violate 


the laws in the parks will be asked to 
leave and will be subject to arrest if they 
fail to comply. He said the police had 
assured him of cooperation. 


Residents near the park contacted by 


The Herald Monday, said they had suf- 
fered break-ins and thefts and had wit- 
nessed open violations of the law by the 
youths who gather there. 


Betty Skoglund said her husband bad 


frightened off someone who was trying to 
enter their house through a window. She 
said the parking lot is "very convenient 
to see people leave their houses." 


Betty Gabler said the youths often use 


the street as a drag strip. 


OTHER RESIDENTS reported several 


incidents of open drunkenness in the 
park. 


Mrs. Beth Shanahan said, "I see kids 


walking into the park with a bag of ice in 
one hand and a bottle of gin in the oth- 
er."

to collect $12,333 from the Metron bus 
company arc scheduled for consideration 
by the village board's finance committee 
tonight. 


The commuter bus company went out 


of business In Arlington Heights at the 
end of May. but still owes $8.355.45 for 
Hie rental of two village-owned buses and 
garage, plus $4.000 of a $6,000 loan up- 
proved by the village board on March 22. 


"Legally, we owe the money. There's 


no question about It." Metron Pros. 
Claude Lulsada said Monday. "The only 
question Is docs the village feel they 
want all that money back?" 


LUISADA SAID HE Is still waiting for 


$7,000 of the $17,000 state grant he ex- 
pects to use to repay the $8,000 loan. 


"I talked to our attorney and he said a 


couple of other things had to be paid be- 
fore we could pay the village — things 
like the taxes on our employes' wages," 
he said.

ALSO ON THE finance committee's 


agenda is a request from the Arlington 
Heights Park District for an estimated 
$121,000 In village funds to buy five acres 
of park land. 


Specifically, park officials have re- 


quested $56,237.50 for 1.8 acres next to 
Frontier Park. 103.1 N. Kcnnlcott; $30,000 
for 1.3 acres at Greens Park, Olive at 
Douglas streets; and $35,000 for two 
more acres at Dryden Park, 700 S. Dry- 
dun. 


The park board also has asked for 


money to buy a four-acre site south of 
the planned Robert Hall shopping center 
at Palatine and Arlington Heights roads. 


The estimated purchase price of the 


land, owned by Palatine banker Gerald 
Fitzgerald, has not been determined, al- 
though at one time Fitzgerald reportedly 
was asking $60,000 an acre for the prop- 
erty. 


Two highway engineering firms, West-

Prospect Hts. teachers to get raises 


A contract package giving teachers in 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 on approxi- 
mate 11.6 per cent salary increase has 
been agreed to by negotiators for the 
Board of Education and the Prospect 
Heights Education Assn. 


Terms of the 1974-75 package were fi- 


nalized Saturday and announced Mon- 
day. 


Included in the agreement is a $106,500 


total monetary package which includes 
provisions for a merit pot and the salary 
increases. Both sides agreed to allow the 
PHEA to determine the size of the merit 
pot to be sliced from the $106,500. 


Tho merit pot is used to provide addi- 


tional salary boosts to teachers who arc 
recommended for increases based on 
performance evaluations conducted by 
the administration during the school 
year. 


THE PACKAGE also includes a two- 


year procedural agreement to include all 
nonsalaried items. Salaries and fringe 
benefits still will be renegotiated annual- 
ly- 


The length of the procedural • agree- 


ment was a stumbling block during the 
five-month negotiations with the board 
seeking a three-year procedural contract 


and the PHEA opting for only one year. 
The issue created a deadlock in talks and 
forced an impasse to be called in June. A 
meeting with a third-party mediator two 
weeks ago resolved the matter with the 
two-year length as a compromise. 


Other terms agreed to include an in- 


crease in the number of yearly sick days 
from 10 to 12 and the right for teachers 
to read and respond to items placed in 
their personnel files. 


KEN BATES, president of the PHEA, 


said the PHEA is happy with the terms 
of the contract.

million for the 1974-75 school year will be 
presented t o n i g h t to the Arlington 
Heights Dlst.

Although the 1974-75 budget will repre- 


sent on increase of 11.2 per cent more 
than last year's $11 million budget, ad- 
ministrators expect to see a decrease in 
taxes for residents in the district. The 
decrease is expected because of reduced 
interest rates on bond interest and Illi- 
nois Municipal Retirement funds. 


Dan Suffoletto, business manager for 


the school district, said the tax reduction 
mav be 9 to 10 per cent. 


The increase in the 1974-75 budget is to 


accommodate increased salaries for 
teachers and personnel and to provide 
new programs, Suffoletto said. 


THE BOARD also will consider inner- 


district boundary changes which will 
affect now students expecting to attend 
Ridge and Olive elementary schools.

Olive School instead of Ridge School. 


New students in the area bounded by

Windsor School instead of Olive School. 


Supt. Donald V. Strong, said these 


changes will affect new students only. 
Students currently enrolled at Ridge and 
Olive schools and living in the two neigh- 
borhoods may choose to remain at their 
schools or transfer to the school desig- 
nated by the new boundaries.

Cumpanclli Brothers, a major Schaum- 


Inirs developer, has provided employ- 
ment for several village appointees and 
political associates of Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher for the past 15 years, a Herald 
Investigation has disclosed. 


Those involved Include tho son and son- 


in-law of a village trustee, the village 
clerk's husband, the plans commission 
chairman and at least two village em- 
ployes, among them a building Inspector. 


Richard McArthur, son of Trustee Ray 


G. McArthur, heads a real estate firm 
with exclusive rights to sell units in 
Campanclll's quadro-homc developments 
in Schaumburg and Bloomingdalc. Rich- 
ard Ixwardo. the trustee's son-in-law, is a 
finishing superintendent for Cumpanclli. 


VINCK CAHSEUO. husband of Vil- 


lage Clerk Sandy Carscllo and an active 
member of Schaumburg United Party, 
was local sales manager for Campanolli 
until he joined another Schaumburg de- 
veloper, Dunbar, in a similar job last 
year. 


Richard Nomcllini — who look over as 


chairman of the plans commission when 
the former chairman, McArlhur, became 
:i trustee — worked for Campanclli for 
several years In the early 1960s. He was 
then hired by one of Campanclll's sub- 
contractors. Thomas Construction of Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nomcllini later worked for two other 


local developers, Levitt Residential Com- 
munities and Scholz Homes, on projects 
not located In Schaumburg but at a lime 
in both cases when the developers also 
were building In Schaumburg. 


Campanclli also acknowledges that two 


village employes, John Mlttvlck, a build- 
ing inspector, ami liy Yoargln, the vil- 
lage licensing officer, arc on the payroll 
as part-time security guards. Names of 
other part-time Campanclli employes 
could not be learned. 


THE FIRST BUILDEIt of single-family 


houses In Schnumburg, Campanclli has 
developed more than 5,000 houses as well 
ns 750 quadro-homcs. 126 apartment 
units and ti shopping center since It be- 
gan operations locally In the late 1950s. It 
has approval to develop an additional 126 
houses and 572 tmvnhomcs. 


Its activities have required scores of 


official village actions such as rczonlngs, 
annexations, subdivision approval, water 
and sewer connections and building per- 
mits. 


The purchaser of Campanclll's first 


Schaumburg home was Roy McArthur. 
He served for 12 years as a plans com- 
minion member starting In the early 
l%0s and was elected to the village 
board in 1971. McArthur also lias been 
active In the Schaumburg United Party, 
which is headed by Atcher. 


DESPITE HIS FAMILY lies to Camp- 


Hubert 0. 
Alchcr 


anelll, McArthur said he considers him- 
self one of the local officials who has 
been "most critical" of the developer's 
projects over the years. He recalls, for 
example, objecting strongly to the origi- 
nal plans for Weathersfield Gardens, the 
first apartment complex in the village. 


McArthur said he met with Campanclli 


representatives Insisting they rearrange 
n series of buildings "so they wouldn't 
turn out like a group of army barracks. 
The project, later sold by Campanclli, is 
located at Wise and Springlnsguth roads. 


His son, Richard McArthur, worked in 


the early 1960s as an accountant and of- 
fice manager at Motorola, Inc., where 
his father Is a long-time employe. The 
son left Motorola and joined Campanclli 
as a salesman. After a stint selling 
single-family homes for tho developer, he 
joined Starck Realtors, where he worked 
for about a year. 


S t a r t i n g his own firm, Richard 


McArthur In 1970 got the exclusive rights 
to sell Campanclli quadro-homcs. 


"Dick is an Independent Realtor and 


started his own business after leaving 
S t a r c k Realtors," said the elder 
McArthur. "I think Campanclli chose 
him for the quad sales because they 
knew of his competence." 


LOSARDO WAS A Campanelll employe 


at the lime the New England-based firm 
began building in Schaumburg. He later 
married McArthur's daughter. 


Joseph Connolly, corporate secretary 


and general manager of Campanelll, said 
the firm generally hires local sales per- 
sons. "Our sales department has been 
traditionally built up with local people 
who generally seem to do a better job for 
us," he said. 


Carscllo, another local man who held a 


Campanclli job, has managed village 
election campaigns for Atcher-backed 
groups for the past decade. 


Carsclla was a salesman for a Camp- 


anclli supplier when he was hired by the 
developer to sell homes. He said Camp- 
anelll had "been after me" for a long 
time but until then had offered only "lat- 
eral" sales jobs.

When one man retired, another died 


and a third was promoted, Campanclli 
had an opening he liked so he joined the 
company, Carscllo said. 


IN 1973. WHEN Campanelli's single- 


family homes were almost completely 
sold, Carscllo said he sent out resumes to 
a number of Chicago area developers. 
The resumes did not mention his wife's 
village office but did refer to his local 
political activities, Carscllo said. 


The result was a new sales job with 


Dunbar, another major Schaumburg de- 
veloper. 


"Dunbar approached me with no inter- 


vention from anyone," said Carscllo, who 
emphasized that the company has never 
asked him to do any kind of "political" 
favor. "I would match my qualifications 
for the job I have today with any sales 
manager in the housing industry in the 
U.S.," he said. 


Neither Carscllo nor his wife sec his 


developer jobs as a conflict with Mrs. 
Carsello's role as a village official, he 
said. "How could it be? I can't vote and 
S a n d y can't vote," he remarked 
recently. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbnr vice presi- 


dent, said his firm hires only on "capa- 
bility." He said Carsello was a successful 
sales manager with Campanelli and a 
logical choice for the same role with 
Dunbar's Schaumburg development. 


Also joining Dunbar's sales force 


recently was Alan Larson, now a village 
zoning board member. His zoning board 
appointment came after he was hired 
May 1 by Dunbar. 


A former village environment com- 


mittee member who has also handled 
publicity for Schaumburg United Party, 
Larson was previously employed as a 
foreman for Kelbourn Enginering Co. of 
Chicago. 


Larson said he got the Dunbar job 


through Carsello, with whom he became 
well acquainted about a year ago. "Vlnce 
often talked about my being in the wrong 
field," he said. But Larson said Carsello 
had to "talk his superiors into" hiring 
him since he had no applicable sales ex- 
perience.

to apply for a zoning board opening. "He 
was unaware of my job change at the 
time and when he asked me, I was flat- 
tered," Larson explained. He said he be- 
lieves he can't relate his role as zoning 
board member to that of Dunbar em- 
ploye. Larson said if Dunbar comes to 
the zoning board, he will disqualify him- 
self from consideration. 


"If anyone can say I'm not acting In 


the best interest of Schaumburg, I'll sit 
down and talk to them. I plan on living 
in tills community a long time," he said. 


Baxter confirmed that Larson was 


hired at Carsello's urging. "When sales 
reached a high peak, it was Vince's deci- 
sion to hire Larson because he feels he's 
a good man," said Baxter. 


NOMELLINI, McArthur's successor as 


plans commission chief, has spent 25 
years hi the building industry. Early this 
month he left a job as project manager 
for a Scholz Homes project in Oakbrook 
and says he plans to affiliate with anoth- 
er Chicago-area builder though the job, 
which will not be in Schaumburg has not 
yet been "firmed up." 


Nomellini worked for Campanelli in 


Schaumburg for several years in the ear- 
ly 1960s and the affiliated with Thomas 
Construction. 


In July, 1968, he took a job as project 


manager for Levitt Residential Commu- 
nities working in its Buffalo Grove 
Strathmore project, and then went to 
work for Scholz in 1972. 


Nomellini said the last two years he 


worked for Levitt the company was 
working in Schaumburg. He said he felt 
no conflict of interest because he always 
abstained from plans commission votes 
where Levitt was concerned. Nomellini 
has been on the commission more than 
12 years. 


SCHOLZ' VERSAILLES-on-the-Lake 


project in Schaumburg came before the 
commission only once, to the best of No- 
mellini's recollection. 


Before accepting either the Levitt or 


Scholz jobs, Nomellini said he discussed 
the idea of possible conflict of interest 
with Atcher. "Neither of us felt there 


would be a real conflict," he explained. 


Nomellini said he has never asked for 


"a single favor" in the village and would 
not do so. He said he has had experiences 
In other towns where officials come in 
"palms upward or talking about the poor 
condition of their own private drive- 
ways." He stressed that he has never 
seen tills occur in Schaumburg, also not- 
ing that as plans chairman he is paid "a 
whole $150 a year and I wouldn't com- 
promise myself." 


Connolly said Campanelli also hires lo-
